$4 billion jackpot 

OTTAWA (CP) — The government raised a 
net $4.02 billion in new cash from its highly suc¬ 
cessful 1974-75 Canada Savings Bond campaign, 
the shortest-lasting in history. The sales figure is 
nearly double the previous high of $2.3 billion raised 
in the 1971 campaign. 

The popular bond issue, offering interest of 9.75 
per cent annually, was propping up the entire in¬ 
terest rate structure before it was cut off Nov. 15. 


Oil cut off for U.S. by 1983 


OTTAWA (CP) The gov¬ 
ernment announced plans Fri¬ 
day to eliminate oil exports to 
the United States by the end 
of 1982 to help cover projected 
shortages in Canada.

Egypt bows 

in hijack,

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Thirteen Palestinian 
prisoners arrived from Cairo early today in response 
to the demands of three of their comrades holding 41 
hostages aboard a hijacked British jetliner, the official 
Tunisian news agency reported. 

The agency said the prison¬ 
ers were handed over in Cairo 
t.o Yasser Arafat’s Palestine 

Liberation Organization. They CdlldUd dbstuins 
were brought to Tunis in a 
special Egyptian Airlines 
flight together with a PLO 
delegation headed by Abou 
Ayed, a member of the guer¬ 
rilla organization's executive 
committee. 


EDMONTON (CP) Pre¬ 
mier Peter Lougheed of Al¬ 
berta said Friday federal 
plans to reduce oil exports to 
the United States will make 
no difference in Canada’s 
move toward a serious energy 
shortage. 

“The key is that there will 
be an energy shortage in Can¬ 
ada no matter what we do 


with exports,” he told a news 
conference. “Unless we find 
more oil shortly, we’re in a 
very serious situation." 

The premier brushed aside 
remarks earlier in the day in 
the commons by Energy Min¬ 
ister Donald Macdonald who 
said crude oil exports to the 
U.S. will be reduced gradually 
over the next eight years.

That in round numbers is 
5600,000 a day or $18 million a 
month — which is just a 
direct elimination of that rev¬ 
enue for both the industry and 
the government and that’s 
based on the present wellhead 
price of 56.50 a barrel. 

“In addition to that, it cuts 
off from the government’s ex¬ 
port tax an additional 5500.000 
a day or 515 million a 
month,” Poyen said. 

“I guess the conclusion you 
can come to under those cir¬ 
cumstances that this is the 
first step in the outflow from 
Canada to buy the offshore oil 
that the eastern provinces 
consume," he continued.

The three hijackers had 
threatened to execute their 
hostages one by one unless 
the 13 men held in Cairo were 
freed. But the threatened ex¬ 
ecution was i>osti>oned three 
times by the hijackers. 

There also were re|>orts the 
hijackers demanded release 
of two Palestinians jailed in 
Ihe Netherlands. 

Tunisian authorities said 
the Dutch government told 
them it was ready to release 
the two prisoners, hut there 
was no indication whether 
they were en route to Tunis. 

The 13 prisoners brought 
from Cairo were believed to 
be eight convicted in Sudan of 
killing two U.S. diplomats and 
a Belgian envoy last year and 
five formerly jailed in Italy 
for plotting to blow up an 
Israeli jetliner in Rome. 

All were later sent to 
Egypt, where they have been 
held “at the disposal" of the 
PLO, recognized by Egypt 
and other Arab countries as 
the only legal authority of the 
Palestinian people. 

Tunisian Interior Minister 
Tahar Belkhodja, who was in 
over-all charge of the negotia¬ 
tions with the hijackers, had 
gone home to rest only an 
hour before the Egyptian 
plane arrived, assuring re¬ 
porters there would be no fur¬ 
ther developments until later 
today. 

The Egyptian jetliner taxied 
to a halt within a few yards of 
the hijacked British Airways 
VC-10, which was snatched 
Thursday in Dubai and came 
here by way of Tripoli. Both 
planes were surrounded by 
troops and police. 

The three hijackers wound¬ 
ed a stewardess and a porter 
when they took over the 
VG-1Q during a strip in the 
Persian Gulf sheikdom. The 
wounded were left behind in 
Dubai. 

Both the PIX) and the 
Egyptian gvivernme-nt have 
condemned tKe hijacking.

UN General Assembly voted 
over Israeli and United States 
opposition Friday to endorse 
the Palestinian claim to state¬ 
hood. 

The assembly voted 89 to 
eight with 37 abstentions, in¬ 
cluding Canada, to adopt a 
broadly sponsored Third 
World resolution affirming the 
Palestinian people’s right to 
return to their homes and 
property and territory which 
now makes up the state of 
Israel. 

Canadian Ambassador Saul 
Rae told the assembly that 
Canada abstained because it 
could not support a resolution 
which ignored the existence of 
the state of Israel and its role 
as an essential party in the 
search of a Middle East 
peace.

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Backing down sideways 


O N THURSDAY the Social 3-edit leader of the 
Opposition in the B.C. Legislature told a meet¬ 
ing in Vancouver that the Timber Products Stabili¬ 
zation Act was designed to cripple the provincial 
forest industry as a prelude to socialist takeover by 
the government. The proposed act, William Ben¬ 
nett said, "will gut the Legislature, the forest ser¬ 
vice and the forest industry. The government has a 
vendetta against business in B.C. that spells doom 
for this province.” 

But on Thursday night, Mr. Bennett talked 
about a major victory for Social Credit. 

The reason for his rejoicing was that Lands 
and Forests Minister Robert Williams introduced 
amendments to the bill, one seen as particularly im¬ 
portant. The bill would set up a Forest Products 
Marketing Board which would have power to 
greatly affect the sales of all forest products. Origi¬ 
nally forest products were defined as "logs, piles, 
poles, ties, crib-timber, shingle-bolts, pulpwood, 
lumber, wood-chips, veneer, plywood, pulp, paper 
and newsprint.” The amendment greeted especially 
by Mr. Bennett as “a major backup, a major back¬ 
tracking," altered the definition of forest products, 
for the purposes of the act, to “logs and wood 
chips.".. 

But it’s a little soon for turning cartwheels in 


happiness, and to be sure, Mr. Bennett while claim¬ 
ing a victory still sees dangers in the bill. 

The proposed board, ostensibly to be es¬ 
tablished chiefly to regulate the price of wood- 
chips, would have much wider powers. And even 
though the revised definition brings forest products 
down to chips and logs, the board is still given 
power to advise the minister not only, for instance, 
on “the structure of markets in the province for 
forest products and the remedial action required to 
improve the performance of such markets,” but on 
“such other matters respecting forest resources of 
the province as the minister directs.” Forest re¬ 
sources are not defined. 

Furthermore, the board subject to the approv¬ 
al of the cabinet could raise money by borrowing 
and could invest in companies, and the cabinet, for 
its part, could "make regulations." Simply that — 
no requirement that the regulations be in accord 
with the intent of the legislation. 

Mr. Williams, said Mr. Bennett before the 
amendments were introduced, "tried to take over 
the forest industry through the front door by buy¬ 
ing it out, and failed. Now with this act, purported 
to cover only the control of wood chips, he is trying 
to take it over through the back door.” 

The Opposition leader may still be right. The 
government has backed down all the way from the 
terrible to the frightful. 


Traffic accidents cont 


I T WILL TAKE several months to determine the 
effectiveness of B.C.'s lower speed limits in re¬ 
ducing fatal and serious-injury traffic accidents. 
But the chairman of the B.C. Medical Association's 
traffic and safety committee isn’t waiting for the 
statistics. At least he is taking a pessimistic view of 
the slow-down, saying he doesn't think there will be 
any great change for the better. 

In a Vancouver interview the other day, Dr. 
H. E. Parkin agreed that the lowering of speed 
limits is a step in the right direction, but said it was 
wrong to jump to any conclusions that it means 
fewer accidents, or a dramatic reduction in ac¬ 
cidents, at any rate. 

The United States’ experience was altogether 
different. The accident record there showed great 
improvement after a 35 mph limit was ordered. It 
should be remembered, t hough, that the reason for 
the cut-back was a gasoline shortage, and this kept 
a lot of cars off the roads and out of trouble. 

The doctor is right, of course, about there 
being fewer miles driven in the U.S. fuel crisis. But 
he could be overdoing it with his somewhat jaun¬ 
diced view of the B.C. undertaking. Time may 
prove him happily wrong. 

He is right, too, when he says that all drivers 
must continue to be on their guard. That goes 
whether there are great improvements in accident 
statistics or not. 

He may be right, as well, in what he obviously 
was leading up to: a request that the provincial 
government make the wearing of seat belts manda¬ 
tory. 


He spoke of the traffic records in Sweden 
where belts must be worn and where Ihere are half 
the number of fatalities per population as in 
Canada. 

Seat belts currently are being discussed at 
length in Britain where a free vote is to be taken in 
Parliament, apparently, on making their use com¬ 
pulsory. It has stirred up a buzzing of London 
newspaper letters with some interesting, ar¬ 
guments. 

The question of infringement on personal free¬ 
dom is dealt with by many, and one, in The Times, 
says opponents of compulsory use of seat belts may 
be as anxious as anyone to reduce road casualties, 
“And, like everyone else, they are willing to accepj 
many restrictions on their liberty in the general 
good. However, they do not wish to see people 
compelled by the police to eat unsaturated fats, 
take daily exercise, stop smoking, fit lightning con¬ 
ductors and soon, all of which I gather would save 
many lives.” 

In another it is pointed out that belts have 
been blamed for injuries in some types of accidents 
and, "If such a law were passed and subsequently 
an injury was sustained . . . Parliament could very 
well find itself in a position of being sued for dam¬ 
ages . . 

Researchers at the University of Birmingham 
are strong in support of seat belts in further news¬ 
paper correspondence: "We estimate the benefits 
. are at least equal to the combination of all 
other crash protection improvements presenlly 
being incorporated into new cars." 


Memories of a wartime youngster 


Remembrance Day ha* 
passed for another year, and 
the country can safely forget 
again. Each year the occasion 
seems to become dimmer and 
emptier. This year even the 
prime minister seemed sim¬ 
ply bored at going through the 
motions. More so than usual. 

Only an insensitive person 
in a position such as his would 
tell his small son on Remem¬ 
brance Day, as the PM did to 
■lustin. that a medal on a Sec¬ 
ond World War navy gunner's 
• hest was “what you get 
when you put your toys 
away." Especially when the 
PM had ducked the war. 

Remembrance Day nostal¬ 
gia worked for Doubleday 
which has just published 
Barry Broadfoot's new book, 
Six Years of War 1939-1945. In 
it, Broadfoot has used thp 
technique of his successful 
Ten l^osl Years, the story of 
thp depression through the 
mouths of various individuals 
vVho endured it. Through him. 
the Second World War be¬ 
comes a collection of anony¬ 
mous anecdotes and recollec¬ 
tions, presented as a form of 
“oral history." And indeed 
they are interesting, informa¬ 
tive. often inaccurate and nos¬ 
talgic. 

* * ★ 

The weakness of the book is 
its anonymity. It would carry 
more weight, more authenti¬ 
city, more credibility if the 
characters speaking were 
identified as real people. That 
was the overwhelming impact 
of Studs Terkel's magnificent 
book Working in which people 
from all walks of American 
life tell their story. Still, 
Broadfoot brings to life the 
war years in a way that aca¬ 
demic historians cannot hope 
to. 

A generation that has not 
received much attention is the 
one too young for war which 
grew up in villages, towns, 
cities that were empty or 
at least short of men. 
Women, mothers, tried to 
raise children alone as nearly 
one-tenth of Canada's ma|p 
population over one million 
wore uniforms and went to 
war. 

Most of my Barry Rroad- 
fdot-sfyle wartime memories

revolve around Barrie, On¬ 
tario where my mother lived 
while my father was over¬ 
seas. Barrie was an oddity, 
situated 15 miles from Camp 
Borden. the country’s higgest 
military base. A sort of love- 
b a t e relationship existed 
'more money for the town 
also morp social proftlemsi. 

★ ★ ★ 

It was an exciting, awk¬ 
ward. undisciplined time for a 
kid. Education was erratic; 
values questioned. 

To girls in mid-teens, uni¬ 
forms were irresistible. Uni¬ 
forms were both envied and 
loathed by high school boys 
whose girl-friends preferred 
the soldier about to go over¬ 
seas. or the airman about to 
join some Battle of Britain, or 
the sailor about to fight 
U-hoats. 

Rut when high school girls 
got pregnant it was common 
to blame a wicked soldier. 
Tales circulated of unprin¬ 
cipled soldiers feeding in¬ 
nocent girls chocolates spiked 
with "Spanish fly,” or Cokes 
lacerl with aspirin (aphrodis¬ 
iac.!! thus fates worse than 
death were endured. 

It was believed among kids 
that a local butcher per¬ 
formed abortions < presum 
ably because he understood 
anatomy). 

I remember chipping in to 
buy a 1927 McLaughlin-Buick 
for $35. We painted it rainbow 
colors. But gas was rationed. 
Fortunately we had pals who 
worked at service stations 
and deals were made. A fa¬ 
vorite story was told of the 
gas inspector who slipped one 
kid at the service station $5 
and whispered. "This is for 
you if you fill ’er up without 
coupon^." The kid, who could 
smell an inspector, told him 
to drive the car behind the 
station and come back in 15 
minutes. When the guy re¬ 
turned. saw the tank filled, hp 
arrested the kid for "filling 
er up" illegally. "I thought 
you meant with water " said 
the lad. who thus escaped 
conviction and became a local 
hero. 

Cars were a big deal Kids 
swiped their parents' ears to 
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joy ride to Wasaga Beach, 
Minets Point, Shanty Bay. A 
car kind of compensated for 
lack of a uniform. At least 
with girls. Gas was stolen by 
syphoning it from cars. 'A lit¬ 
tle here, a little there. Several 
got. < aught and went to re¬ 
form school. The lucky es¬ 
caped. 

We tided running the 
McLaughlin Buick on a mi** 
lure of naptha gas and kero¬ 
sene. which weren't rationed. 
It didn't work well and 
wrecked the engine 

Three of us then collabo¬ 
rated and bought a 1934 Chev 
roadster with a rumbleseat 
(heaven! i for $75. It had 
lousy tires and you couldn't 
beg, borrow or steal 
tires. The roadster was some¬ 
thing. We evefifbally drove it 
around town on*Mhe rims. 
Then we stuffed one blown-out 
tire inside another, and filled 
it with rags, hoping it would 
take the place of an inner 
tube. It didn’t. 

It was a time of consider¬ 
able wealth. Kids of 14 did 
men's jobs. I worked for 
Brennan’s construction for 40 
cents an hour. At other times. 
I helped slaughter pigs and 
sheep on Sundays. A pig’s 
screams as its throat is cut, 
are still one of the most urt» 
nerving memories I have. I 
drove trucks, worked at the 
hardware store, delivered 
doughnuts, worked on the 
horse-drawn baker's wagon, 
hung around the creamery 
where my best friend worked. 
It was the same all over Bar¬ 
rie. 

★ * * 

We used to swipe pop tat¬ 
tles from the back of the Can¬ 
ada Dry centre — then Jake 
them around to the front and 
re-sell them to their owners. 
It was wrong, but the times 
were loose. 

In summer evenings, for 
kicks, kids would go down the 
railway tracks and throw 
rocks on top of shacks (in 
which it was widely believed 
soldiers were feeding not-so- 
Innocent girls chocolate). On 
occasion we’d be chased by 
an enraged, half-dressed sol¬ 
dier. 


The dock was the summer 
meeting place. Soldiers would 
come down 1o pick up girls, 
rent boats or mix with kids 
and sometimes get them 
drunk on beer. Sometimes we 
stole liquor (also rationed i 
from parents by taking a hit 
from each bottle and mixing 
it into a potent brew which 
we shared, shyly, with pro¬ 
spective girl friends. 

Every summer, soldiers 
would drown off Barrie dock. 
I remember watching a huge 
drunk sergeant failing in and 
his equally drunk pals trying 
to -fish him out with a pike 
pole and drowning him in¬ 
stead. 

★ ★ ★ 

School was a failure. In the 
fall you could get out of 
school by working on a farm, 
mainly picking potatoes which 
is back-breaking work, for 75 
cents a day and fantastic 
farm lunches. 

1 remember the hell-raising 
son of a colonel holding up the 
local pawnbroker called Nip¬ 
per Tuck, with his father's 
service revolver. The incideni 
was hushed up, despite a shot 
being fired. The kid is now a 
successful, middle-aged insur¬ 
ance man. 

They were strange, un¬ 
settled years. We were all 
marking time, waiting to join 
one of the services. After the 
war when we met. it wasn't 
the same. Something was 
gone even the shared expe¬ 
rience of being at home in 
war. 

It must have been hard on 
mothers, seeing their kids 
growing up wild and without 
the restraining hands of fa¬ 
thers. It was a time of indi¬ 
viduality and high spirits. But 
most survived. Today they 
are conservative parents and 
even grandparents, deploring 
how kids today are so self-in¬ 
dulgent. 

It's part of Remembrance 
Day that is seldom recalled 
at war memorials, during 
two-minute silences and ai 
military reunions. But it was 
also part of the Second World 
War that is as unique, in it* 
way, as Fa liaise, Monte Cas- 
sinn, Dieppe.

Nobody in his right mind 
ever could question the inborn 
do-goodism of government 
House Leader Mitchell Sharp 
in forking out hundreds of 
millions in foreign aief when 
he was external affairs min¬ 
ister.

Mitchell Sharp tried un¬ 
successfully to reassure the 
skeptical Conservatives thal 
three million tons of grain 
was an "enormous increase" 
in food aid to the Third World. 

He didn't mention that parts 
of this Third World, like 
Bangladesh, might be the au¬ 
thor of its own misfortunes 
having fought for and won in¬ 
dependence from Pakistan 
which is happily self-sufficient 
in food.

Struggle needs watching 


The rising tide of socialism 


Behind the mounting eco¬ 
nomic crisis and Ihe continual 
labor troubles with which Bri¬ 
tain is racked, a political 
drama of great significance is 
being played out. Two fun¬ 
damentally opposed ideas of 
how men should live in a 
modern society are confront¬ 
ing each other: and, since 
these ideas are more or less 
present in every western 
country, the struggle deserves 
to he watched with great 
care. 

The socialists, more con¬ 
fident than they have ever 
been before, are launching a 
direct and determined attack 
on every institution, every un¬ 
tidy freedom, which is incom¬ 
patible with a collectivist soci¬ 
ety. For tactical reasons they 
usually talk in gradualist 
terms of “phasing out” rather 
than immediate abolition—but 
what lies at the end of the 
road is obvious.

★ ★ * 

They intend, for example, 
to “phase out” sqch vestige* 
of private medicine as still 
rematin within the structure of 
ihe National Health Sendee. 
Their ultimate Intention, as

the doctors are beginning an¬ 
grily to realize, is to do away 
w'ith private medicine al¬ 
together; not, at least in the 
short term, by making it ille¬ 
gal hul by rendering private 
practice increasingly difficult 
and disadvantageous.

Similarly, their eventual 
purpose, as they quite frankly 
say, is to abolish all private 
education. Meanwhile they 
are ruthlessly destroying apy 
differences between one 
school and another within the 
state system: and, in order to 
conceal the disastrous aca¬ 
demic consequences of this 
policy, they are making ex¬ 
aminations less rigorous and 
fudging the statistics of who 
passes and who fails. 

Their plan for industry 
(which bears an ominous re¬ 
semblance to what happened 
behind* the Iron Curtain) i< 
that companies should he 
squeezed three ways—by 
penal taxation, by soaring 
wages and by price controls- 
until, desperate for cash, they 
turn to the government for 
help; which will be given In 
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returh for state control of the 
company's plans and even of 
its day-to-day running. 

Such slight legal protection 
as now exists for workers who 
don’t want lo join a union is 
to be removed and the monop¬ 
oly power of the unions great¬ 
ly strengthened. The self- 
employed. who don’t fit into 
these patterns, are being en¬ 
tangled in more and more bu¬ 
reaucratic regulations and 
weighed down more and more 
by taxes. 

Private investors are treat¬ 
ed, with brutal frankness, as 
an anachronism. The stock 
market has collapsed for the 
simple reason that no one has 
any confidence that worth¬ 
while distributed profits will 
ever be allowed again. Even 
modest wealth is the target of 
constant political hostility. 

★ * * 

In presenting their policies 
the socialists appeal shame¬ 
lessly to envy and class 
hatred, hut their real motives 
ai-p cooler. By destroying 
every citadel of independence 
they mean to concentrate all 
significant decision-making in 


Ihe hands of ihe slate; which 
will enable them to recon¬ 
struct society in accordance 
with their vision. 

The Labor Party is not 
unanimous in wanting to 
move so far and fast to the 
I .eft. Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson himself would proba¬ 
bly prefer a more moderate 
course. 

★ ★ ★ 

But the government is 
under great pressure from its 
own militant wing and has 
proved incapable of refusing 
any demand from the labor 
unions, which In turn are 
largely under the control of 
Marxists. 

In this situation it is vital 
that the Conservative Opposi¬ 
tion should at least not allow 
the argument against collec¬ 
tivism and in favor of free¬ 
dom to go by default. But the 
Conservatives are in hopeless 
disarray. Superficially they 
are quarreling about who 
should lead their party. This 
quarrel, however, indicates a 
deeper and more universal 
uncertainty—about how, or 
even whether, the tide of so 
cialism can he checked hefora 
it engulfs us all. 
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Only total victory will pave road to peace 


Israeli thinking about the 
shape of any new hostilities in 
ihe Middle East can be sum¬ 
marized under these heads: 

• The Arabs must never 
again -be allowed to launch a 
surprise attack. 

• Whoever deals the first, 
strike gains a tremendous ad¬ 
vantage. 

• Swift transfer of the 
fighting into enemy territory 
is a fundamental requirement 
for success. 

• There should be harsh 
retaliation for any attack on a 
civilian target in Israel. 

• The goal in another 
round of fighting should be to 
destroy the enemy’s war- 
machine —■ and not to accept 
a stalemate as in 1973. 


In the Israeli view only an 
all-out victory could break the 
enemy’s desire for still an¬ 
other war and thus pave the 
road to peace. 

While the war threat of last 
weekend api>ears to have 
been defused, the highly ex¬ 
plosive situation remains, ami 
Israel sees an exceedingly dif¬ 
ficult period ahead. 

The conviction here is that 
as a result of last month's 
Arab summit meeting in 
Morocco the extremists 
. among the Arabs are now in 
control, with Arab oil money 
lo back them, and that their 
ultimate goal is the destruc¬ 
tion of the State of Israel. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) and radi¬ 
cal Arab governments are ex¬ 
pected to step up guerrilla at¬ 


tacks and sabotage in Israel 
and in the Israeli-occupied 
territories. and simulta¬ 
neously to increase political 
pressure so as to further iso¬ 
late Israel on the interna¬ 
tional scene. 

It is recognized that some 
guerrilla attacks agaiast 
Israel might be painful, hut 
the 1 * mood was summed up by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
when he said: "The battle¬ 
field is the only place where 
we are ready to meet them." 

The PLO's capacity to 
launch a 'full-scale guerrilla 
war against Israel of Ihe 
Viet Cong type is discounted 
here. One Israeli expert in 
guerrilla warfare said the 
Palestinians lack two ingre¬ 
dients: a suitable terrain and 
a desperate local population.

It is argued that an un¬ 
wavering Israeli refusal to 
deal with the PIjO co)%i after 
some time lead to second 
thoughts among some Arab 
leaders. Seeing that the PLO 
could not force Israel out of 


the West Bank or the Galz 
Strip, the argument goes, 
moderate Arab statesmen 
might withdraw their support 
from Yasser Arafat and the 
PLO and seek representatives 
of the Palestinians who could 
be acceptable to Israel and 
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thus - pen the svay to negotia¬ 
tions for an Israeli withdraw 
al from occupied areas. 

For the time being, in the 
Israeli view. Arab leader's 
backing of the PLO and Sovi¬ 
et support for it have stalled 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger’s one-man medi¬ 
ation effort. 

Israelis blame stepped-up 
Soviet deliveries to Syria for 
last week’fc war crisis. Krem- 
Hnologists here support the 
theory that the Russians need 
tension in the Middle East, 
even if controlled tension, to 
forward their' influence in the 
area in the hope of outflank¬ 
ing NATO. 

If there is another war. it is 
realized here, the conse¬ 
quences could be devastating, 


with or without'- superpower 
participation. 

According to the latest es¬ 
timates of the London-based 
Institute for Strategic Studies, 
Syria could now mobilize 
350,000 men, Egypt three 
times as many, and Jordan 
100.000. The three states could 
put into the front line 6,300 
tanks, more than 6.000 ar¬ 
tillery pieces, and more than 
900 combat planes. 

Their Arab allies could field 
another 700.000 men with 3,500 
tanks and 750 combat planes. 
The PI/) is estimated to have 
15,000 guerrillas. 

The Soviets are believed to 
have given to the Egyptians 
two regiments of their 500-kil¬ 
ometer range "Scud" mis¬ 
siles, capable of carrying 


heavy conventional or nuclear 
warheads. ,| *Scuds" have also 
been given to the Syrians. 

In case of war, Israel could 
mobilize 400,000 men, 100,000 
more than in the October 
War. the Institute of Strategic 
Studies says. The Israeli air 
force, with 20,000 men has 505 
combat planes. 

The I'nited States has 
agreed to supply Israel an un¬ 
specified number of its new 
generation planes - F-15s 

and YF15s as well as 
various missiles and other so¬ 
phisticated equipment accord¬ 
ing to Aviation Week. 

The Israeli general staff 
continues to regard the tank 
and the airplane as the back¬ 
bone of its forces.

Nations bid for giant power project

Dam builders will begin to 
arrive at. this remote town 
before the end of the year to 
start work on the world’s 
most powerful hydroelectric 
generating station. 

It seems an unlikely place 
to spend $4 billion, but the 
wide brown Parana River, 
which ranks behind only the 
Amazon and the Mississippi in 
our hemisphere, will soon 
make a city of Foz de Iguacu. 

Argentina and landlocked 
Paraguay me4t Brazil here 
where the Iguacq River flows 
into the Parana. It is one of 
the more primitive border 
crossings of the Americas. 

You wander down Ihe red 
dirt side streets of Foz de 
Iguacu, imagining that you 
are brushing shoulders with 
river smugglers or Nazis in 
exile. The feel of intrigue 
hangs heavy here. 

Foz de Iguacu has grown to 
a town of 20.000 people on the 
strength of.lourism to beauti¬ 
ful Iguacu Falls. 14 miles up 
the Iguacu River from here. 

But the tow'n will soon dou¬ 
ble in size. Thousands of 
workers will base here as 
they build the Itaipu dam and 
power plant 11 miles up¬ 
stream on the Parana. 

The cost of the dam will he 
shared by Brazil and Para¬ 
guay. 

But it is likely to become an 
international affair. Argentina 
has protested that its down¬ 
stream use of waters from the 
Parana will be restricted by 
the dam. 

The Soviet Union has pro¬ 
posed to sell the Brazilians 
turbines for the dam. But

Interna¬ 
tional financing is involved. 

The dam will produce 10.7 
million kilowatts. 

. Foz de Iguacu is tucked off 
in the lower corner of Brazil 
and has only recently been 
linked to Paraguay by a 
bridge over the Parana. 

Known here as the Friend¬ 
ship Bridge, it is the second 
largest concrete arch bridge 
in the world. 


Completed in 1964, it opened 
a paved link of the Pan Amer¬ 
ican highway system and 
gave Paraguay its first over¬ 
land access lo the Atlantic 
Ocean port of Paranagua in 
Brazil. 

At the same time it brought 
tourists by car into Foz de 
Iguacu and on to Iguacu 
Falls, which soon began to 
draw a modest daily average 
of almost 1,000 visitors. 

The falls are among South 
America’s most compelling 
sights. They are 269 feet high, 
horseshoe-shaped, with a two- 
mile-wide spread of falling 
water. One stream makes the 
drop in a single leap, but 
others make two successive 
drops. 

Set deep in a Brazilian na¬ 
tional park of 420,000 acres, 
the best inn of Iguacu Falls is 
the Hotel das Cataratas, a 
sprawling pink hacienda 
which looks out across the 
falls to a smaller resort on 
the Argentine side. But there 
is no bridge across the 
border, not e\‘en telephone 
contact. 

The park is a refuge of cin¬ 
namon trees and palms inha¬ 
bited by panthers and parrots, 
tapir, monkeys, and giant but¬ 
terflies. 

Since the falls are the only 
reason to be there, the Brazil¬ 
ian hosts at Hotel das Catara¬ 
tas seem to think their foreign/ 
visitors may grow restless 
after dark. 

So they have arranged an 
evening tour across the 
Friendship Bridge to Para-% 
guay for casino gambling, 
which is illegal in Brazil.

Seaway 

reopens 

ALEXANDRIA BAY, N.Y. 
(UPI) — Navigation resumed 
early Friday in all sections of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway, 
which had been bogged down 
by a ship-sinking and a snow 
and wind storm.

He also 
complained about medical 
treatment, visiting privileges, 
recreation, exercise, mail and 
phone calls. 

Hamblin said a staff 
member in the AT section no¬ 
ticed the toilet blockage at 
8:45 a.m. Friday and phoned 
public works maintenance 
men. While waiting for them, 
the staff member and some 
inmates moved the overflow 
to a floor drain a few feet 
from the toilet. 

The drain also became 
clogged, said Hamblin. A 
maintenance man arrived at 
8:50, sent out for more help at 
about 9 a.m. and the trouble 
was fixed at 10:30 when “they 
felt something go.” 

Hamblin said that "only 


plain water overflowed on the 
floor.” 

In court, Ostler said he 
would again pass on the com¬ 
plaints to corrections officials. 
He noted the jail is being

Hamblin said medical treat¬ 
ment is available at all time, 
recreation and exercise have 
been stepped up and mail and 
phone-call improvements 
were made earlier this year.

An immigration department 
inquiry Friday in Victoria or¬ 
dered the deportation of a 29- 
year-old American wanted in 
California for prison escape 
and indications were he would 
be escorted back to the U.S.

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan charged Friday that 
many of the 4 00,000 computed 
errors made recently by the 
Insurance Corporation of B.C. 
were chargeable directly to 
Autoplan agents. 

Strachan refused to pass 
judgment on how the errors 
were made. 

*'I make no judgment now 
fvhether they were made in 
good or bad faith, Strachan 
said. "But the fact remains 
that the cause of many prob¬ 
lems for which ICBC has been 
castigated by the media and 
Opposition MLAs, were errors 
made by agents, not by the 
computer.” 

New procedure 

Strachan said to combat fu¬ 
ture breakdowns in the com¬ 
puter system, ICBC had "in¬ 
stituted an error-finding and 
correcting procedure and ho¬ 
pefully it will have cleaned up 
the 'dirty* files by the time 
1975 renewal certificates are 
sent out.” 

While Strachan said he

Rates compared 

"In the 1972-73 licence year, 
the last full year during which 
compulsory automobile insur¬ 
ance was in the hands of the 
private industry, the insur¬ 
ance companies paid commis¬ 
sions ranging from 12% per 
cent down to 7% per cent for 
policies written through the 
exchange or on fleet trucking 
operations.” 

Strachan said that system 
produced $15.4 million in pay¬ 
ments for the agency force. 

"The same agency force 
this year will collect from Au¬ 
toplan some $17.3 millions,” 
he said. "And next year, with 


commission rates at seven 
and 10 per cent plus the extra 
$2 flat fee per transaction of¬ 
fered by ICBC . . . expects to 
p^y private agents a total of 
at least $18.3 million and pos¬ 
sibly as much as $20 million.” 

Schedule generous 

Strachan said that "by any 
measure ICBC’s enrichment 
of the 1975 payment schedule 
is generous and exceeds the 
r^te of inflation expected next 
year.” And he added “thus in 
reviewing the behavior of 
ICBC toward the agents, it is 
abundantly clear that the alle¬ 
gation. by Mr. (Jack) Hamil¬ 
ton (president of the agents' 
association) and others that 
ICBC would not negotiate in 
good faith is absolutely 
false." 

The minister further 
charged Hamilton with delib¬ 
erately fomenting the eventu¬

Quoting from a September 
communication from Hamil¬ 
ton to the agents, Strachan 
claimed the president wrote: 
"the time has come for a 
showdown with the govern¬ 
ment on the question of a new 
Autoplan contract the 

crunch is here.” 

And, Strachan added, "it is 


interesting to note that no bal¬ 
lot at the IAA special conven¬ 
tion, let alone a secret ballot 
of all members of the Associ¬ 
ation,. was conducted to deter¬ 
mine what support there was 
for the resolution that was 
sent to ICBC as an ultima¬ 
tum.” 

The ICBC board refused to 
bow to that uhimatum, Stra¬ 
chan said, despite a telegram 
from a prominent agent warn¬ 
ing that if ICBC did not bow 
"northern Ireland would ap- 


general public, contempt for 
pear a pastoral scene." 

Following the failure'of Ha¬ 
milton to intimidate ICBC, 
Strachan said, a telegram 
was received from the pres¬ 
ident demanding a meeting 
with the ICBC board of direc¬ 
tors and adding that "as a 
token of good faith, and in the 
interests of the general pub¬ 
lic, we are prepared to imme¬ 
diately withdraw our pickets 
and re-open our offices to the 
public.” 


Strachan said he was reluc¬ 
tantly forced to the conclusion 
"that the executive (of the 
IAA) and a substantial por¬ 
tion of the membership is in¬ 
volving the association in poli¬ 
tics and using it for partisan 
purposes. 

Final comment 

"The agents association 
leadership has demonstrated 
instead a complete disregard 
for the convenience of the 


the negotiating process and 
contractual obligations as 
well as an unremitting hostili¬ 
ty towards a corporation 
owned by the people of this 
province.” 

Strachan said his state¬ 
ment, mailed to all "persons 
and organizations interested 
in the motoring public” would 
be his last comment on the 
matter. 

"This statement will have 
to stand as my sole comment 
on the controversy,” he said. 


"I will say no more, except to 
express my sincere belief that 
the conduct of the ICBC board 
of directors was fair, before, 
during and after the con¬ 
troversy.”

ftilc‘recession was going to gel 
worse before it improves, and 
that reflationary measures 
would not significantly ease 
unemployment in the industri¬ 
alized world. 

The five experts, headed by 
Prof. Norbert Kloten of Tue¬ 
bingen University, presented 
their analysis of economic- 
trends and developments a 
detailed brief some 500 pages 
long — to Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. 

Basically intended as guid¬ 
ance for West German eco¬ 
nomic policy, it recommended 
that the government continue 
its stability program and did 
not rule out a further revalua¬ 
tion of the German mark, de¬ 
spite growing concern here 
over unemployment and 
recessionary trends. 

Tl^c accused the oil-produc¬ 
ing nations of breaking the 
game rules of the world econ¬ 
omy and bringing the weaker 
industrial nations to the brink 
of insolvency. 

“Hardly anyone considers 


the present financial system of 
the industrial nations as capa¬ 
ble of mastering the problem 
of debts running possibly to 
hundreds of billions of dollars 
within a few years,” they 
said. . 

The present crisis is not like 
the Great Depression 40 years 
ago, the experts added, but 
the quadrupling of oil prices 
within a year has created 
problems which must not be 
underestimated. The interna¬ 
tional banking system and the 


European dollar market are 
operating under great strains, 
they said.

BIRMINGHAM, England 
(AP) — “Bring back hang¬ 
ing ’ angry Englishmen 
chanted Friday as Home Sec¬ 
retary Roy Jenkins toured 
this city where 19 persons 
were killed Thnd 184 injured in 
the worst terrorist bombing to 
hit England/ Anti-Irish feeling 
mounted in Britain. 

Some Birmingham women, 
eyes blazing with anger, cried 
for blood to avenge the bomb 
victims as Jenkins grimly 
surveyed the wreckage of the 
two bars where the bombs ex¬ 
ploded Thursday night. 

There were protests and 
sporadic acts of violence 


directed against Irish targets 
in different parts of Britain, 
and fears rose that the blasts 
would result in wide-scale vig¬ 
ilante attacks. 

Earlier, in the House of 
Commons in London, Jenkins 
pledged an all-out campaign 
against the Irish Republican 
Army. 

The government refused to 
allow the IRA to parade the 
body of James McDaid, killed 
last week planting a bomb in 
nearby Coventry, through the 
streets of Birmingham on 
Thursday. Police believe the 
bombings may have been a 
retaliatory strike. 


However, there was no of¬ 
ficial statement tying the 
blasts to the IRA. 

Police said they arrested 
five persons in connection 
with the blasts as they waited 
to board a ferry to Ireland. 
They said all of them had 
traces of explosives on their 
clothing. 

Jenkins, who represents a 
Conservative Birmingham 
district in Parliament, told 
the House of Commons that 
emergency laws probably will 


be introduced soon to combat 
terrorism in Britain. 

He gave no details, but 
there was speculation the new 
measures will include giving 
police wider powers to hold 
suspected terrorists and res¬ 
tricting travel be,tween Bri¬ 
tain and both parts of Ireland. 

Birmingham seethed with 
anger and frustration. Many 
citizens, fearful of more 
combings, stayed away from 
work. Police reinforcements 


were moved in to prevent an 
anti-Irish rajnpage. 

- Irish leader Dermot O’Rior- 
dan said English workers beat 
up Irish co-workers in the big 
Leyland auto factory.

Chekhov drama: 
it’s heavy stuff 


Employable welfare recipi¬ 
ents in British Columbia could 
find themselves looking as far 
as Saskatchewan for .jobs, 
says Canada Manpower man¬ 
ager Stan Purdy. 

Provincial government and 
federal manpower officials 
have already begun sending 
B.C.’s unemployed to Alberta 
and employment opportunities 
in the rest of the country are 
being examined. 

The provincial action is part 
of a job-finding program for 
all employable welfare recipi¬ 
ents announced by Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi in September. 

Under the program, welfare 
recipients are offered an “ex¬ 
ploratory grant” of 5160 to 
canvass job opportunities in 
other centres. 

“Opportunities here have 
been drastically reduced to 
300 jobs,” Purdy said Friday 
in an interview. 

“We're only supposed to 


move people to the closest 
area, but that means Van¬ 
couver and it's bad there. 
So we’re moving them further 
away,” he said. 

Beyond the initial grant, 


Manpower is willing to pay 
for relocation of the family, if 
the applicant is successful, 
and Purdy boasts a 20-per- 
cent success rate in placing 
people in Alberta.

Anton Chekhov is reputed to 
be one of the igreater pLay- 
uTights and his Three Sisters 
is one of four of his plays that 
are still presented in theatres 
of the world. Chekhov is, 
however, so very Russian! 

A program note in this lat¬ 
est offering by Victoria 
Theatre Guild in Langham 
Court observes that Three 
Sisters marks his separation 
“from the sterile theatre of 
ihe 19th century.” It’s 
still rather heavy going, no 
matter how well done. 

His characters are more apt 
to philosophize than converse, 
and at the final curtain rapid 
adjustment is required to ac¬ 
cept the fact that the three 
sisters, two of them just sepa¬ 
rated tragically but perma¬ 
nently from their loves, are 
looking happily and hopefully 
into an unknown future.

Notable among the men 
were Reg Terry as their 
brother, Brian Lenton as one 
of the lovers, John Heath as 
the sinister Capt. Soliony, and 
Michael Woods as the other 
lover.

Brent Imlach says Canadian 
major junior A hockey 
players need their own union 
and lie has offered lo help 
them set ifup.

"had a gun at their heads’" 
when they signed contract* 
this year. 

"The kids either signed or

• lach. "They had no choice but 
to sign. It was too late for 
them to go any place else. 

This year's junior contracts 


contained clauses which call 
for a player to return 20 per 
cent of his first three years of 
professional salary to the Ca¬ 
nadian Amateur Hockey As¬ 
sociation which would distrib¬ 
ute it to clubs the player had 
played with in amateur hock¬ 
ey. The amateur owners in¬ 
sisted on the clause after they 


failed to reach an agreement 
with the World Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation that, would have pro¬ 
vided for the pro league lo 
pay the amateurs for each 
junior drafted. 

In-ilach said that when the 
junior were faced with the new 
contracts this year, they had 
no bargaining power. 


"That’s one reason they 
need their own association." 

,Imlach, son of Punch Im¬

The Victoria police board 
will ask Chief J. F. Gregory 
for written comments on the 
points raised in a still-secret 
report on the police force, 
board chairman Mayor Peter 
Pollen said Friday. 

He said a closed meeting of 
the five-member board Fri¬ 
day morning decided unani¬ 
mously, but withour a formal 
vote, not to release the report 
of University of B.C. law stu¬ 
dent Kenneth Teskey. 22, one 
of the six 1974 summertime 
constables on the ‘ victoria 
force. 

Pollen said the report dealt 
with “routine police proce¬ 
dures and no external activi¬ 
ties" and the full board 
“unanimously agreed it 
wouldn’t be of any particular 
interest to the public." 

The mayor repeated a state¬ 
ment eaTlier in the week that, 
“if it is the desire of the sen¬ 
sational element in the news 
media to have this as a piece 
of public information, they 
may get a copy of the letter 
from either the writer or his 
agent."

However, said Pollen, the 
chief would be asked for for¬ 
mal written comment on the 
points in Teskey’s letter “and 
the matter will be more for¬ 
mally dealt with at the next 
board meeting" Dec. 18.

it" — the board — and be¬ 
cause he does not wish to‘ 
jeopardize the program of hir¬ 
ing law students as summer¬ 
time constables.

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Future is bright for heavy construction 


By HUBERT BEYER

Economic pressures, infla- 
tiiun, and mounting govern¬ 
ment interference in business 
notwithstanding, spokesmen 
for Canada’s heavy construc¬ 
tion industry predicted a rosy 
future Friday. 

Henry de Pnyjalon of Otta¬ 
wa, president of the Canadian 
Construction Association, said 
the industry could expect a 
' real growth” of about 3.5 per 
cent in 1975, plus a nine per 
cent inflationary growth. 

Speaking to a meeting of 
the Vancouver Island Con¬ 
struction Association at the 
Empress Hotel, de Puyjalon 
said the best news to hit the 


construction industry in a 
long time was federal Finance 
Minister John Turner’s an¬ 
nouncement Monday of the re¬ 
duction in tax on building ma¬ 
terials from 11 to 5 per cent. 

He also praised the removal 
of sales tax from construction 
equipment. 

Combined, the two steps 
would result in annual savings 
of up to $480 million, de Puy- 
jalon said. 

He told the audience of 
about 75 that the Canadian 
Construction Association, re¬ 
presenting more than 12,000 
members, has become a force 
the federal government reck¬ 
ons with. 

The industry, he said, is be- 


Autoplan handled 
by credit unions? 


The provincial government 
made a strong move Friday, 
to pay the way for credit 
unions to handle Autoplan 
business. 

The move came quietly 
enough during debate in the 
Legislature on Bill 178, an 
omnibus bill known as a Stat¬ 
ute Law Amendment Act. 

It contains 19 proposed 
amendments or adjustments 
too existing statutes. One of 
them-, section 2, simply states 
that the Credit Unions Act 
have the following words 
added: "A credit union may 
act as agent for its- members 
and for such other persons as 
may be designated by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Coun¬ 
cil.” 

David Anderson (L - Vic¬ 
toria) asked Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Ernest Hall if the 
amendment was intended to 
permit credit unions to handlp 
Insurance Corporation of R.C. 
business. 

Hall answered that it would 
do that and that Ihe intent 
was to provide better service 
for the public. 

Anderson asked if that 
meant that credit unions 
could become agents for 
ICBC. 

Hall answered that it did. 

There was no mention of 
Ihe recent withdrawal of ser¬ 
vice by insurance agents, and

ginning to get its views across 
to the politicians. 

De Puyjalon said he expects 
the federal government to in¬ 
troduce measures stxrn which 
would make unemployment 
insurance less accessible. 

In an interview later, he 
said that at present, benefits 
were too readily available, re¬ 
sulting in more unemploy¬ 
ment than was really neces¬ 
sary. , 

Measures are required, he 
said, to create incentives to 


work, not to draw unemploy¬ 
ment insurance. 

De Puyjalon said heavy 
construction was Canada's 
largest single industry, em¬ 
ploying more than 650.000 per¬ 
sons on job sites, and an es¬ 
timated 500,000 in plants man¬ 
ufacturing building materials. 

Later in the day, the con¬ 
vention was addressed by 
Frank Beinder, an economist, 
vice-president of Cominco, 
and past president of the B.C. 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Beinder predicted an un¬ 
precedented demand for capi¬ 
tal works and heavy construc¬ 
tion in the years ahead. 

Growing population pres¬ 
sures and the increasing de¬ 
mand for power and iransjxir- 
tation facilities accompanying 
that, growth, he said, will tax 
ihe construction industry’s ca¬ 
pacity to a maximum.

He said outside the Com¬ 
mons the motion is technical¬ 
ly in effect but he hasn't 
assessed in detail what it will 
mean to resource-rich prov¬ 
inces such as Alberta and 
Saskatchewan.

This is the sort of fine detail I 
try to avoid going into off the 
cuff.

"It .will depend somewhat 
on the way it .the motion) is 
translated into legislation." 

The motion, interpreted as 
another move to reinforce fed¬ 
eral claims to resource taxa- 
tion^ rights, prevents provin¬ 
cial marketing boards from 
buying oil, natural gas or 
minerals from companies at a 
price below market value and 
reselling at a profit. 

It is designed to prevent the 
provinces from sidestepping 
federal tax policies and reduc¬ 
ing the amount of revenue Ot¬ 
tawa would otherwise get. 

In effect, it says that re¬ 
source companies must pay 
taxes on the full market value 
of their products, regardless 


of any price paid by market¬ 
ing boards. 

Saskatchewan has a mar¬ 
keting board that buys oil 
from companies in the prov¬ 
ince and resells it at profit. 
There are natural gas mar¬ 
keting boards in Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

Turner declined comment 
when asked whether a large 
amount of money is involved 
in the motion. 

"It’s something I will have 
to check." 

Ways and means motions 
precede all tax legislation and 
take effect when they are in¬ 
troduced. The motion on mar¬ 
keting boards was one of sev¬ 
eral tabled by Turner when 
he brought down his new bud¬ 


get Monday and is retroactive 
to May 6. 

It was included originally in 
the budget that was defeated 
in the Commons, forcing the 
July 8 election.

Remember hospital wing? 
Well, they say it’s on again

The on-again-off-again plftn 
lo build an acute-care wing 
for the Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital is on again, a Capital 
Region Board official said 
Thursday night. 

But first, the 75-bed wing to 
the hospital on Mount Newton 
Cross Road will have to be 
planned as part of Greater 
Victoria’s over-all hospital 
picture, said Esquimalt 
Mayor Arthur Young, chair¬ 
man of the region’s hospital 
board. 

This is the reasoning behind 
the board's hospital advisory 
committee meetings sche¬ 
duled for Monday with repre¬ 
sentatives of three hospital 
consulting firms, Young said. 
One will be selected to con- 
dud a functional planning 
study for the region’s hospi¬ 
tals. 

The proposed study will 
give an architect data neces¬ 
sary to design a hospital for a 
certain area. 

Young did not say how 
much the proposed study will 
cost. However, the Agnew- 
Peckham hospital study con¬ 
ducted here in 1968 cost 
$42,000 and recommended a 
hospital be built north of Elk 
Lake to replace the aging 
51-bed Rest Haven Hospital. 

Saanich Peninsula Hospital 
building committee chairman 
J. B. dimming said in an in¬ 
terview the hang-up on the 
acute-care wing is to get the 
regional board’s permission to 
start building. 

dimming stressed that the 
provincial government and 
the regional board approved 
the 75-bed wing in July 1969. 
and approved it again April 10 
this year. 

“But last week when Cen¬ 
tral Saanich Mayor Jean 
Butler tried to get the acute- 
care wing construction pro¬ 
gram started, the board re¬ 
jected the proposal." he said. 

The regional board decided 
Nov. 13 to form a Hospital 
and Health Planning Commis¬ 
sion to replace the region hos¬ 
pital board committee. The 
commission will have 12 
members with sweeping 
powers. It can, for instance, 
direct any existing hospital 
service or program to be re¬ 
vised, extended, relocated, or 
discontinued. 

Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive 
director of Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, said health care prob¬ 
lems in the Saanich Peninsula 
will probably have a high pri¬ 
ority with the new commis¬ 
sion. 

However, he refused to say 
whether an acute-care wing at 
Mount Newton is needed. 

“I don’t want to prejudge 
the work of the commission,’’ 
Pickles said, “but it’s now 
quite clear it will have a 
great deal of authority.” 

Mrs. Butler received a pro¬ 
mise from the regional board 
that the acute-care wing for 
the Saanich Peninsula Hospi¬ 
tal would be placed high on 
the new commission’s priority 
list. 


Jim Fair. Victoria General 
Hospital director, said he 
doesn't know what decision 
the new commission will 
make, but observed that it is 
f possible it could recommend 
against adding an acute wing 
to the Saanich Peninsula Hos¬ 
pital, “although what ratio¬ 
nale they would use would be 
difficult to say.” 

Oak Bay Conservative MLA 
Dr. Scott Wallace said “the 
whole thing is unreal and any 
comments I can make as a 
doctor are unprintable.”

Dr. Computer still waiting to be conceived... 


... but shotgun wedding cannot be far off

If your doctor starts to blink and whir and 
make funny noises, there’s no need for alarm 

just call the computer repair company. 

The technological marvel of this century 
is already invading uiedicine after success¬ 
fully taking over magazine subscription de¬ 
partments and various administrative tasks. 

Within five years, all medical records 
may be stored on computer tape, giving doc¬ 
tors instant and complete access to the medi¬ 
cal history of their patients. 

Further in the future computers may be 
telling the hospital kitchen to send chicken 
soup to room 301 at 4 p.m., the pharmacy to 
send a certain dosage of pain-killer to 301 at 
11 a m., and reminding the operating room 
staff that the patient in 301 is scheduled for a 
tonsillectomy at 8 the next morning. 

A computer that talks and asks questions 
might have helped a doctor make the diag¬ 
nosis that sent the patient in 301 to the hospi¬ 
tal in the first place, and another electronic 
brain might" monitor all Jhe laboratory 
checks the doctor ordered to make sure 301’s 
sore throat is caused solely by tonsils that 
need removing. - • 

And, of course, an ubiquitous computer at 
B.C.' Hospital Insurance Service will make 
sure 301 has paid his medicare premiums, 
and that the doctor and the hospital get paid. 

With the exception of the computer al 
BCHIS, and those handling such administra¬ 


tive tasks for hospitals as keeping payroll in¬ 
formation and making out cheques, com¬ 
puters are stdl in their infancy in ihe health 
care field. 

But. "the employment *of computers will 
eventually have a profound impact on the 
practices of the health care system. Their 
application will irfipinge on almost every 
aspect of the system from the monitoring 
and processing of signals from diagnostic in¬ 
struments to the simulation of a national 
health care system,“ the Science Coungl of 
Canaria says. 

Dr. Peter Banks, past prudent of both 
the British and Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tions, cautioned that Dr. Computer hasn’t 
been conceived yet although computers that 
can talk to patients and help a human doctor 
make a diagnosis are now available. 

Computers make funny mistakes, he said, 
and doctors, unlike engineers and mathemat¬ 
icians, are dealing in life and death. 

A vital part of medicine is knowing whal 
to ignore “and computers ignore nothing," 
Banks said. 

Royal Jubilee Hospital is now planning to 
computerize its laboratory and the provincial 
health department has set up a computer 


study committee and has retained a special¬ 
ist, Richard Larratt, of Richard Larratt and 
Associates, Victoria, lo look at computer ap¬ 
plications. 

l^arratt said dial while, doctors are cau¬ 
tious about widespread introduction of com- * 
puters into health care, they are eager to use 
.anything that might help provide ‘better pa¬ 
tient care. "If we bought all the computers 
doctors wanted, we’d be bankrupt." 

The government, Larrett said, doesn't 
have a computer policy that promotes in¬ 
troduction of them into a wide range of medi¬ 
cal applications. 

Rather, he said, government is looking at 
computers as a tool and when it sets objec¬ 
tives to be met in the provincial health care 
field, computers become one of the possi¬ 
ble factors in meeting those objectives. 

But, computers aren’t some new form of 
20th Century magic. 

“There’s nothing you can’t do with a com¬ 
puter that you can’t do ntnnually,” Larratt 
said, but computers can handle tasks much 
faster than humans. 

The other advantage is that computers 
can store masses of information in a fraction 
of the space that normal paper-filing systems 
would require. 


The entire billing history of all doctors 
and patients in B.C. can be kept in a room 
the size of an average living room. 

One of the places where compilers will lie 
taking their place in a short time is in hospi¬ 
tal laboratories. 

A computer lab won't require fewer peo¬ 
ple, but will allow the same staff to do much 
more testing. 

With a manual system, Larratt said, a 
doctor ordering all the tests he thought would 
benefit a patient would bring a hospital to a 
grinding halt. . 9 

Royal Jubilee is now in the process of ap- 
plying to BCHIS for a computer in its lab, 
and Dr. Ken Thornton, laboratory director 
and chairman of the BCHIS laboratory advi¬ 
sory council, said lab technicians now spend 
about 40 per cent of their time just handling 
data. 

Laboratories arc “drowning, in data and 
technicians increasingly are becoming data 
handlers, not test doers,” Thornton said. 

The Royal Jubilee computer Won’t actually 
run the testing equipment, but Thornton said 
it will take over monitoring equipment accu¬ 
racy, as well as quickly assembling and 
transcribing test results for a single patient.

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FBI still hunting 
for D. B. Cooper 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - 
It’s Thanksgiving time in the 
U.S. and thoughts around here 
only turn to turkey, pump¬ 
kin pie and football, but also 
to D. B. Cooper, history’s first 
and only successful parachut¬ 
ing ski bandit. Where is he 
and where did he stash the 
cash. 

Three years ago on Thanks¬ 
giving eve Cooper went 
aboard a Northwest Orient 
Airlines flight in Portland for 
a short hop to Seattle. 

The plane wasn’t airborne 


much more than five minutes 
when one of the more bizarre 
crimes in history was com¬ 
mitted. 

Cooper, threatening to set of 
an explosive device, demand¬ 
ed and got $200,000 in $20 bills 
delivered, along with three 
parachutes, to the plane in 
Seattle. Then after allowing 
the passengers to debark, he 
ordered the crew to fly the 
Boeing 727 to Reno, Nev., fol¬ 
lowing a course down the 
western sector of Washington 
and Oregon before cutting 
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across the mountains on a 
direct flight to Reno. Some¬ 
where en route he bailed out 
via the tail exit. 

Np trace of Cooper or the , 
money ever was found. 

It set off a chain of similar 
skyjackings that changed the 
face of air travel throughout 
the world. 

But only Cooper beat the 
law at taking the money and 
jumping. The law still is look- 
! ing for him. 

"The case is an active one, 
not only here but through the 
United States," said Julius 
Mattson, agent in charge of 
the FBI Portland office. 

"We’re still getting leads,” 
he said. "But not quite as 
heavy as we were. The case 
still is in die public mind and 
when the publiq thinks of it, it 
also thinks of us. 

"There really has been no 
substantive development. The 
work now is mostly eliminat¬ 
ing possibilities, proving or 
disproving tips offered. 

"Not one of the $20 bills has 
turned up anywhere.” I 

Cooper apparently strapped 
the money to his body for the 
t jump. A theory that he may 
jiave fallen Into Lake Merwin 
east of Woodland in Southwest 
Washington about 30 miles 
north of Portland could not be 
| proved following an exhaus¬ 
tive search by the FBI and 
army troops from Ft. Lewis, 
Wash. 

The rash of skyjackings 
that followed brought multiple 
changes for the air traveller, 
the major one being search of 
luggage and persons. The 
transi>ortation department 
says half a million persons a 
day fly in this country. 

The electronic surveillance 
has produced an arsenal of 
weapons and explosives. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration reports that dur¬ 
ing die first nine months of 
ttys year, 65,300 dangerous 
items were seized at airport 
security checkpoints in the 
United States. The total in¬ 
cluded 1,657 guns, 12,638 ex¬ 
plosive devices and 21,221 
knives.

Ruling on Indians accepted 


WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
right of a group of Canadian- 
born Indians to be exempt 
from United States immigra¬ 
tion laws, upheld last summer 
by a judge in Maine, will not 
be contested by the U.S. jus¬ 
tice department. 

The legal division of the de¬ 
partment’s immigration ser¬ 
vice said the department has 
decided not to appeal the rul¬ 
ing by Federal District Judge 
Edward Gignoux of Bangor, 
Me., that eight Canadian-born 
native Indians are free from 
regulations requiring foreign¬ 
ers in the U.S. to register 
and obtain visas. 

Although an immigration 
service lawyer said the ruling

VANCOUVER (CP) - Resi- 
dential canvassing for the 
United Way campaign here 
has exceeded its goal by 6 per 
cent.

The decision, if expanded to 
other Canadian Indians, 
would apply only to those with 
half or more of Indian blood, 
jutice despartment lawyers 
have said. 

The suite was brought by 
Andrew Akins and six other 
Indians now living in Maine 
and by Loomis Sappier of 
Perth Andover, N.B. All were 
bom in Canada and are 
members of the Micmac, Ma- 
liseet, Penobscot or Pas- 
samaquoddy tribes. 

They argued that under the 
1794 Jay Treaty of the U.S., 
as well as the U.S. Immigra¬ 
tion Act of 1928, members of 
North American tribes have 
the right to pass freely over 
the border. 

Judge Gignoux agreed, 
saying the 1928 act was In¬ 
tended "to preserve the abori¬ 
ginal right of American In¬ 
dians to move freely through¬ 
out the territories originally 
occupied by them on either 


side of the United States and 
Canadian border and, thus, to 
exempt Canadian-born In¬ 
dians from all immigration 
restrictions imposed on 
aliens.” 

However, the judge denied 
their request that Indians also 
be exempt from customs duty 
on goods they import. He said 


jurisdiction in such questions 
rests with the U.S. Customs 
court. 

David Crosby, a lawyer who 
worked with the Indians on 
the case, said at the time that 
Judge Gignoux’s decision 
means Canadian-born Indians 
can’t be deported as aliens 
and can’t be discriminated 


against as aliens when they 
apply for jobs in the United 
States. 

The justice department 
originally was given until 
Aug. 23 to appeal. 

Department lawyers ob¬ 
tained several postponements 
of the appeal deadline while 
senior justice officials 
weighed the merits of trying 
to overturn Judge Gignoux's 
decision. The final decision, 
reached this week, was not to 
appeal. 


$6 million in damages 
sought for sterilization 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Los 
Angeles County officials have 
been served with a $6-million 
claim filed by three young 
married women who contend 
they were permanently steri¬ 
lized without their knowledge 
while patients at County-USC 
Medical Centre. 

The claim seeks $2 million 
each for Melvina Hernandez, 
26, Elidla Sylva, 32 and Bev¬ 
erly Graves, 24. 

Permission for the steriliza¬ 
tion operations, called tubal 
ligations, was soilght while 
they were in labor pain and 
under heavy sedation during 
Caesarean child birth, the 
women said. 

Dr. Edward Quilligan, chief 
of professional services at the 
medical centre’s Women’s 
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Hospital, said of the cases, 
"We have always had a policy 
that that sort of thing couldn’t 
be done.” 

He added that the policy 
was to require interested 
women to undergo an educa¬ 
tion program and, more re¬ 
cently, to wait three days in 
any event.

Chimy was recently or¬ 
dained in Vancouver and, at 
the same time, installed as 
first head of the newly - es¬ 
tablished eparchy of New 
Westminster. 

Formerly all Ukrainian 
Catholic parishes in B.C. were 
under the jurisdiction of Neil 
Savaryn, bishop of Edmonton. 

Chimy was born in Rad way, 
Alta., in 1919. He entered the 
Ukrainian Basilian Order at 
St. Josaphat in Mundare, 
Alta., at the age of 15. 

He studied there and at 
Grimsby, Ont., before his or¬ 
dination as priest in 1944 at 
Sts. Peter and Paul Church, 
Mundare, by the late Arch¬ 
bishop Ladyka. 

His early priesthood was 
spent in Edmonton where he 
served Ukrainian missions 
near the city and performed 
pastoral duties at St. Josa- 
phat's parish. 

He returned to Grimsby to 
teach at the Ukrainian Basi¬ 
lian Scholasticate for two 
years and then returned to 
Mundare. 


In 1950 he was appointed 
pastor of Holy Trinity parish 
in Vegreville. Alta. After a 
short stay in Winnipeg in 1956 
he went on to Rome to study 
canon law at the Lateran Uni¬ 
versity. 

Appointed consultor to the 
provincial superior of the Ca¬ 
nadian province in 1958 he re¬ 
turned to Canada. 

He was involved in pastoral 
duties, preaching retreats and 
missions and, in addition, be¬ 
came chaplain of the Ukrain¬ 
ian University Students’ Asso¬ 
ciation Obnova in Winnipeg 
and took an active part in the 
campaign for the Ukrainian 
St. Basil’s high school in 
Toronto. 

When his older brother, Ath¬ 
anasius, died in Rome in 1961 
he took his position as secre¬ 
tary to the superior of the 
Ukrainian basilian fathers. 

He was appointed rector of 
the Ukrainian St. Josaphat’s 
Pontifical College in Rome in 
1966 and held that office until 
he was appointed bishop in 
July of this year.

and women has been suggest¬ 
ed to a Church of England 
panel considering how congre¬ 
gations might be kept warm 
in winter. 

Another proposal was rein¬ 
troducing spats for men. once 
a fashionable adornment but 
nowadays unseen. 

Panel chairman J. R. Kell, 
who had advised on heating 
Canterbury, Durham and St. 
Pauls’ cathedrals, said that 
rising fuel costs are straining 
church finances, while the 
warm air rises to the high 
rafters leaving worshippers 
cold in the pews. 

Another suggestion is to 
subdivide churches with a 
"winter tent" of transparent 
material erected in the nave. 
This would be comparatively 
simple to heat, leaving the 
rest of the building at a lower 
temperature. 

A letter to the weekly 
Church Times suggests men 
might be permitted to wear 
"some decent and discreet 
head-covering" in church as 


one way of keeping warm. 
The correspondent added: 

"I even wondered whether 
to leave the Church of Eng¬ 
land and join one of those 
religious bodies where the 
men. remain covered. Howev¬ 
er, I decided to remain where 
I was and be a Christian mar¬ 
tyr in cold winters . . . but 
churchmen must beware and 
must realize that a church 
which is uncomfortably cold 
will lose much, of its congre¬ 
gation, and cannot function as 
an effective agent of Christian 
mission.”

Mission Hospital outpatient 
department of the Assembly * 
of God Church in Calcutta 
which also has a school and a 
judo club. 

In addition to training boys 
and girls attending the church 
school in judo, Dobson is em¬ 
ployed by the police depart¬ 
ment of Calcutta where he 
teaches judo and unarmed :

He reported that, as por¬ 
tions of the New Testament 
story were translated, re¬ 
sponse from these people, de¬ 
scendants of the Maya In¬ 
dians, was immediate. 

Some weeks as many as a 
dozen Idians disclosed their 
intentions of becoming Chris¬ 
tians, he said.

Failure to understand arts 


Media ‘doing a bad job’ 


TORONTO (CP) Press, 
radio and television editors 
need to revise old habits and 
' arts organizations need to 
prove their worth to the com¬ 
munity, a Canadian Confer¬ 
ence of the Arts seminar has 
concluded. 

Harry Boyle, author and 
vice-chairman of the Canadi¬ 
an Radio-Television Commis¬ 
sion, said “none of the media 
adequately represents Canadi¬ 
an curiosity about involve¬ 
ment in culture.” 

“The media always has, 
and perhaps always will do a 
bad .job.” he said. “It reflects 
rather than initiates. It fol¬ 
lows old habits. The habit in 
the media is to regard Cana¬ 
dian output as struggling and 
somehow mediocre.” 


Boyle told the arts organiza¬ 
tions they should make it 
clear to businessmen: “Look, 
you can make money out of 

this.” 

Arthur Gelber, vice-chair¬ 
man of the Ontario Arts Coun¬ 
cil, said arts organizations 
need to adopt modern market¬ 
ing techniques, selling their 
worth to the public. 

A recent Ontario study, 
soon to be published, showed 


that 60 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion participated in the arts, 
attended artistic functions, or 
were at least interested in the 
field, he said.

Skid row or skid road? 
It’s neither—expert

Is it. skid road or skid row 
or skidroad? The argument 
.comes up from time to time 
and people scurry for their 
dictionaries. 

A Colonist reader has writ¬ 
ten to object to the use of 
"skid road” as a place where 
down-and-outers congregate. 
It is a road for hauling logs, 
the reader wrote: 

Reference to dictionaries 
ran be confusing probably be¬ 
cause skid row ha..s been ac¬ 
cepted by some people as the 
slum area designation. 

The Colonist decided to go 
to Dr. Douglas Leechman. re¬ 
search associate of the Lex¬ 
icographical Centre for Cana¬ 
dian English at the University 
of Victoria for an answer. 

Leechman, one of the edi¬ 
tors ot A Dictionary of Cana- 
dianisms, (VV. J. Cage Limit¬ 
ed 1967» said there was only 
one word — skidroad. 

The use of skid row, he 
said, is a •‘misapprehension.'’ 
It comes from the habit of Ca¬ 
nadians dropping the final ”t” 
or “d” in a word. (The Colo¬ 
nist and most papers in Cana¬ 
da use "skid road,” a style 
determined by The Canadian 
Press wire service.) 

Apparently some dic¬ 
tionaries have accepted skid 
row as slang or a word form 
made current by usage but 
not Leechman. 

Its derivation is iiuite clear, 
he said, explaining that the 
present Yesler Way in Seattle 
was the original ”skidroad." 

That’s where the logs were 
skidded down to the water on 
a log road. Loggers who had 
been out on a spree would 
find their way back to the bot¬ 
tom of the skid road, because 
it was on the waterfront, and, 
being penniless and wanting a 
job, would wait for workers 
with a team of horses to take 
them back to the logging 
operation. 

The skidroad became a 
hangout for drunks and down- 
and-outers. Leechman said, 


and it if>ok on an added mean¬ 
ing. 

In one dictionary Skid Row 
is defined as a notoriously 
depressed Australian street 
es|>eci&lly / in Melbourne or 
Sydney. Its derivation is given 
circa 1955 and imported from 
the U.S. 

"Some Americans drop 
their t’s and d’s, loo," l.eerh- 
man said. 

Leechman, an anlhro|x)l- 
ogist and lexicographer, will 
be 84 in December. He retired 
to Victoria in 1957. He was on 
the staff of the division of an¬ 
thropology in the National 
Museum of Canada from 1924 
to 1955. 

He then became the first 
director of the Glenbow Foun¬ 
dation in Calgary. He is the 
author of several books, in¬ 
cluding Native Tribes of Can¬ 
ada, and Eskimo Summer, 
and of many tto* nical papers. 

lie is at work on volume II 


of the supplement of ihe Ox¬ 
ford English Dictionary which 
took from 1880 to 1928 to pub¬ 
lish in 12 big volumes. Vol¬ 
ume I is out and volume II 
may be published next year. 
His particular concern is Can- 
adianisms.

And he 
asked if it was designed to get 
the government off the hook 
"where yoiuhave bought lands 
lor projects only to find you 
can’t build there because you 


have declared the area an ag¬ 
ricultural zone." 

Provincial Secretary Ernest 
Hall said Wallace was attack¬ 
ing something that had been 


on the statute books for more 
than 20 years. 

"It merely puts this govern¬ 
ment where previous govern¬ 
ments have been,” he said. 
“It was on the books in 1972 


and 1973 and for 20 years be- 
lore that," he said. “When we 
revised the act (The Laws De¬ 
claratory Act) in the spring 
this section was left out. Wt 
are just putting it back in.”

Garden notes 


In the garden, the best time 
to get your spring cleaning 
done is in the fall — and if 
that sounds Irish, yoTPtl have 
to blame it on my maternal 
ancestors from County Mayo! 

The beds of perennial flow¬ 
ers in particular benefit from 
a good tidy-up, but one ques¬ 
tion that seems to bother the 
novice gardener is when and 
how far back do you cut the 
spent topgrowth. 

Do you leave the tops un¬ 
touched until spring growth 
starts? Do you cut everything 
right back down to ground 
j level, or is the correct proce¬ 
dure something in between? 

★ ★ ★ 

Garden books written for 
other parts of the country will 
often advise leaving the dead 
tops of the perennial flowers 
to catch and hold a good pro¬ 
tective covering of snow, cut¬ 
ting them back in the spring. 

It is true that light, dry, 
fluffy snow is an excelltnt in¬ 
sulator against severe frost; 
moreover, snow has a certain 
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fertilizing effect, but in our 
happy climate we don’t get 
that kind of snow, or at least 
we don’t get enough of it to do 
any good, nor do our perenni¬ 
al roots need much portection 
against frost damage. 

★ ★ ★ 

The dead tops are an eye¬ 
sore anyhow, and my vote 
goes to cutting them back in 
late fall. 

It seems to me, though, that 
a lot of gardeners go too far 
when they whittle the faded 
tops right down to ground 
level in their passion for neat¬ 
ness. 

I prefer to remove all the 
old stakes, then cut off the 
withered stems at a uniform 
height of about nine inches, 
leaving the final cutting down 
until after growth commences 
in the spring. 

★ ★ ★ 

You see, quite a few of our 
best perennial plants produce 
new growth just at the base of 
last year’s old stems rather 




than directly from the roots, 

. and when the topgrowth is cut 
back too drastically, these 
useful buds are lost. 

Moreover, the nine-inch 
stubs left sticking up provide 
some small measure of pro¬ 
tection for these basal buds 
from frost and winter wind, 
and they sene, too, to mark 
the positions of the clumps so 
weeding, hoeing and cultivat¬ 
ing can proceed without inju¬ 
ry to the perennial roots. 

★ ★ ★ 

There are exceptions to the 
nine-inch rule, of course. I 
dislike leaving as much as a 
single inch of stem sticking 
up when I cut away the dead 
tops of peonies; in fact, I 
make it a point to scratch 
aw ? ay a little soil so I can 
trim back the spent peony 
stems to just BELOW ground 
level. 

This is because we have a 
lot of botrytis disease around 
— this is a fungus infection 
that causes the flower buds of 
peonies to rot or dry up with- 


Humor, like gold, is where you find 
it. No house is so poor, no jail so grim, 
no street so dreary, that it does not give 
rise to jokes that illuminate the charac¬ 
ter and lift the spirits of its inhabitants. 

In the heart of the Balkans, on the 
River Yantra, lies the old Bulgarian 
town of Gabrovo, once famous for its 
hand-made shoes, and now for Its peo¬ 
ple’s industry.

See if you think this stuff is funny." 

The book, I noticed, was published in- 
Bulgaria by the Sofia Press, though it 
appeared to have been translated into 
rather spotty English. The blurbs on the 
inner covers weren’t promising: 

"Oh, w*hat a fine hoard this is" — 
Georgi Kaloyanchev, people’s artist. 

"The Gabrovo shoe industry cannot 
shoe the world. But the Gabroro anec¬ 
dotes can make all mankind laugh." — 
Radoi Ralin, Bulgarian wTiter. 

★ ★ ★ 

There was a hearty preface explain¬ 
ing that the Gabrovonian isn’t really 
tight, just thrifty. "The most important 


thing Jor him in life is — nothing super¬ 
fluous!" Therefore, it is said, the Ga¬ 
brovonians cut off their cats’ tails so it 
will not take a cat so long to go in our 
out of a house in winter, thus saving 
heat. 

Are you ready for some samples? 

‘‘Hoping to get free advice, a Gabro¬ 
vonian stopped a doctor he knew in the 
street and asked him : ‘Doctor, what do 
you do when you have a cold in the 
head?’ ‘I sneeze,’ replied the doctor 
Who was also a native of Gabrovo." 

"A Gabrovian wanted to put a tomb¬ 
stone on his mother-in-law's grave. 
‘Have you got anything that’s good but 
not too expensive?’ 'I have a fine stone, 
here, but it has a name engraved on it 
already.’ ‘Never mind, I’ll have it. My 
mother-in-law couldn’t read.' ” 

Am I giving them to you too fast? 
I’m afraid that like Bulgarian goulash, 
Gabrovonian humor may be hard to 
digest.

Well, here’s a goad one, in a bar¬ 
bershop : 

"Shall I pow-der you?’ 

‘Is it included in the price of a 
shave?’ 

’Yes.’ 

Then wTap it up in a piece of paper 
and I’ll take it home to my wife,’ said 
the customer from Gabrovo." 

"Two Gabrovonians had a wager as 
to w hich of them would give less money 
in the plate in church. When the sexton 




out developing into blooms —

There are a few plants in 
the perennial border which 
shouldn’t be cut down at all. 
The bearded iris, for instance, 
should be left strictly alone at 
this season of the year. 

The Red Hot Pokers, too, 
are evergreen in character 
and need their leaves through 
the winter. These plants, 
while surviving periods of in¬ 
tense dry cold, are often 
killed in our climate through 
water gathering in the crown 
and freezing, thereby ruptur¬ 
ing the plant tissue. 

The trick here is to gather 
the foliage together and tie 
in at the top with a bit of 
string to keep the tender core 
dry.

*In Reinhold Niebuhr's mem¬ 
orable definition, the practice 
of true democracy requires 
the ability to be satisfied with 
provisional answers to insolu¬ 
ble problems. 

Accordingly, in the wider 
world-'-as in the world of 
domestic relations—maturity 
is reached when two or more 
poples, communities, or na¬ 
tions agree to accept the in¬ 
fluence of those with whom 
they have direct relations, 
without desiring to dominate 
or be dominated.

Husbands and wives may 
profit from this "political” 
lesson in the management of 
their own domination-*their 
homes and hearths. 

An interdependent partner 
to a marriage, like an inter¬ 
dependent nation, is one who 
is strong enough to "go it 
alone," but wise enough to 
share his thinking and deci- 
siofi-making with his most im¬ 
mediate, most important rela¬ 
tion- his wife or her husband. 

Those who forever seek to 
"go it alone" refuse to submit 
to the domocratic process. 
Overlook the opportunities for 
happiness inherent in collec¬ 
tive thinking. 

Only democratic men or 
women, people capable fo 
sharing their sovereignty and 
willing to accept interdepen- 
dene as a fact of wedded life, 
are likely candidates for 
happy marriages.

John Schibli, 
secretary of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Building Trades Council, 
said the Connaghan speech 
contained the basis for easing 
tension between construction 
unions and management in 
B.C. 

But Schibli added that 
unions. although agreeing 
with the principle of a single 
bargaining unit for em¬ 
ployees, weren’t necessarily 
in favor of single agency rep¬ 
resentation for management. 

Building trade unions. 
Schibli said, were gradually 
moving toward .joint bargain¬ 
ing. 

He rejected the idea of job 
evaluation on the grounds it 
would disrupt the current 
trends twardn unified bar¬ 
gaining. 

'Hie unions, he said, might 
favor a two-tier pay scale — 
one for trades requiring an 
apprenticeship and another 
for unskilled workers.

OTTAWA (UPI) - Mea¬ 
sures to combat effects of in¬ 
flation will cost $1.2 billion of 
the $1.7 billion in additional 
monpy the federal govern¬ 
ment plans to spend this year. 

Treasury Board Chairman 
Jean Chretien Friday in¬ 
troduced a second set of gov¬ 
ernment supplementary es¬ 


timates for 1974-75, showing 
government spending will be 
up by $1,749 billion to $25,951 
billion. 

“Measures to combat the 
effects of inflation will ac¬ 
count for nearly 72 per cent of 
the s u p p 1 e m e n t a r y es¬ 
timates,” Chretien said. 

Most of the extra spending 


results from committments 
already made by the govern¬ 
ment earlier this year. A $10 
million ferry service fropi 
Digby, N.S. to Saint John, 
N.B. was the only major new 
spending item. 

Largest single item in the 
expenditures was $315 million 
for fiscal transfers to the 


Double inflation pace 


Federal costs soar 


Sliding into winter 


Winter has come in earnest to B.C.’s 
central Interior and these Prince 
George youngsters rejoice at recent 


snowfall. Until spring arrives in 
March, inland hills will see this scene 
repeated daily. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal 
spending has forged ahead in 
ay ear by almost 24 per cent 
— more than double the pace 
of inflation. 

Total outlays by Ottawa, in¬ 
cluding loans and transfers of 
funds, have risen by more 
than 100 per cent in five 
years. 

Even in the nine months 
since this year’s spending es¬ 
timates were first published, 
the total has gone up by more 
than 21 per cent. The current 
inflation rate is just over II 
per cent for a full year. 


Supplementary spending es¬ 
timates for the financial year 
ending next March 31, pre¬ 
sented to Parliament Friday, 
raise the total of spending 
programs and loans to almost 
$26 billion — up about $5 bil¬ 
lion from the 1973-74 fiscal 
year and $2.7 billion since the 
original spending plans for 
this year were published last 
March. 

The $26 billion tally for this 
fiscal year — it could change 
again before next March 31 — 
represents only part of the 


total funds handled by the 
government and its agencies. 

Excluded, for example, is 
more than $3.5 billion paid out 
of the separate old age securi¬ 
ty fund. When that pension 
money is included, Ottawa's 
total projected cash handle 
this year rims close to $30 
billion — almost 30 cents out 
of every dollar of wealth gen¬ 
erated domestically. 

The expenditure has more 
than doubled in five years. In 
the 1969-70 fiscal year, the 
total outlay including pensions 
was about $14.5 billion.

The government will spend 
$172 million for the additional 
$500 paid all civil-^servants to 
meet added cost of living in¬ 
creases.

Bonds in an extra payment 
and $1 million for higher in¬ 
terest rates. 

Treasury board officials 
said they expected to have to 
bring down a further supple¬ 
mentary spending estimate 
next March covering $890 mil¬ 
lion. While this money has yet 
to be allocated it was expect¬ 
ed the oil subsidy program 
would eat up a large portion 
of it. 

Energy Minister Donald 
Macdonald has predicted the 
federal government would 
need to pay $1.3 million in oil 
cost subsidies to the provinces 
and $800 million has already 
been spent. The money comes 
from the oil surcharge the 
government has collected on 
oil exported to the U.S.

UFOs 

not 

in film 


WASHINGTON (UPI 1 ) — A 
U.S. Air Force spokesman de¬ 
nied Friday that a soon-to-be- 
released military documenta¬ 
ry will contain classified film 
proving that alien spacecraft 
have visited this planet. 

Donald Keyhoe, a retired 
major and specialist in uni¬ 
dentified flying objects, has 
said that the film prepared 
with U.S. Defence Depart¬ 
ment aid will contain dramat¬ 
ic new disclosures “and con¬ 
vincing evidence that UFOs 
are alien spacecraft.” 

A spokesman acknowledged 
that the air force provided 
background for the movie pro¬ 
duced by Sandler Film Pro¬ 
ductions and allowed the 
movie company access to the 1 
complete files of the air force I 
investigations of UFOs that 
ended in 1969. But he said 
those records, including some ( 
official film, were declassified 
in 1969 or earlier. 

Keyhoe also asserted that | 
Col. William Coleman, who ! 
while serving as air force in- | 
formation officer denied for ( 
years the existence of alien 
spacecraft, was about to dis¬ 
close that he had a persona! 
encounter with a UFO while 
pilotihg a B-25 bomber. 

The air force spokesman 
said some years ago Coleman, 
now retired, was asked at a- 
news conference if he had 
ever seen a UFO. The spokes¬ 
man said Coleman responded 
that he had seen many 
strange things as a pilot, in¬ 
cluding a strange light beside 
his bomber during a flight. 

The spokesman said Cole¬ 
man never identified the light 
as a spacecraft. In fact, he 
said, the documentary shows 
Coleman reading the official 
air force report concluding 
that there has been no evi¬ 
dence of extraterrestial visi¬ 
tors on Earth.

(JW&W9C (CPI A hill 
that would expand the Com¬ 
mons beginning with the next 
election is not expected to en¬ 
counter much opposition, gov¬ 
ernment House Leader Mit¬ 
chell Sharp said Friday. 

"I discussed the legislation 
with the other House leaders 
and they took no objection to 
us proceeding with it immedi¬ 
ately," Sharp said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Introduced earlier Friday, 
the bill would add another 15 
seats to the 264-seat Commons 
for the next election, expected 
in 1978. and another 30 for the 
first election after 1983. 

No province would lose 
scats under the proposed sys¬ 
tem but larger provinces 
would gain more equitable 
representation with expansion 
of the House. The bill is based 
on the belief that the present 
system limits the represent¬ 
ation of larger provinces rela¬ 
tive to smaller ones. 

Under a rule adopted pre¬ 
viously. it must be passed by 
the end of the year or the 
present system will continue. 

Stanley Knowles, New Dem¬ 
ocratic House leader, said the 
proposed system seems fair 
and "I* don’t think there'll be 
any trouble getting it 
passed." 

"•I know of no opposition to 
it," said Walter Baker, 
Progressive Conservative dep¬ 
uty House leader. "But we 
won't have finished studying 
it until next week." 

Only the prov inces ore cov¬ 
ered by the bill, but Sharp 
confirmed that the Northwest 
Territories is expected to gain 
a second seat by the time the 
next redistribution occurs. 

That seat, plus the expan- 
would result in a a 280-seat 
would result in a 280-seat 
Commons for the next elec¬ 
tion, and a 310-seat House by 
the end of 1983 if population 
projections for the 1981 con¬ 
sensus are accurate.

The other provinces would be 
held constant.

Real Family’s Problems 


An American Family, the 
unp receden ted con t rove rs i a 1 
series of 12 one-hour color 
documentaries, following one 
family’s day-to-day life over a 
seven-month period, will re¬ 
turn to KCTS-9 Saturday, No¬ 
vember 23 at 9 p.m. . 

Producer director Craig Gil¬ 
bert of WNET-New York, and 
his camera crews, filmed 
over 300 hours with the seven- 
member William C. Loud 
family of Santa Barbara. Cali¬ 
fornia, in order to make the 
series. The results are a total¬ 
ly unstaged, very personal 
portrayal of contemporary 
American life. 

Focusing on the problems 
and joys of a real family in 
real situations. Gilbert has at¬ 
tempted to answer some of 
the larger questions about 
modern American society: 
What is the current American 
dream? Why has marriage 
become something less than a 
permanent arrangement? 
What is left of the parent- 
child relationship? Where are 
America's children going? 

Gilbert decided against the 
more traditional ways of ans¬ 
wering these elusive ques¬ 
tions, feeling that a survey 
type of documentary would 
result in dry statistics and 
barren conclusions. Instead 
he has focused on a single 
family, exploring its internal 
relationships and its rela¬ 
tionship with society as a 
whole. This method has re¬ 
sulted in a dynamic portrair 
of the American culture. "I 
don’t set out to prove anv - 
thing," says Gilbert, "f had 
faiith that if we stayed with a 
family long enough, certain 
universal would surface 
like how parents feel about 
children and husbands about 
wives." 

Gilbert spent two months in 
search of the "right" family 
for the kind of study he had in 
mind. He needed a family 
that would put up w-ith a 
major invasion of privacy ami 
one that was composed of at¬ 
tractive, articulate people 
who came close to a realiza¬ 
tion of the vaguely-defined 
American dream. 

His search ended in Santa 
Barbara when Bill Loud. 50. 
his wife Pat 45, and their five 
children, who range in age 
from 13 to 20, opened their 
doors to Gilbert’s cameras 
and for seven months, from 
May 30, 1971 to January 1. 
1972, shared their most pri¬ 
vate moments with a public 
audience. (During the filming 
of An American Family, the 
Louds’ 20-year marriage col¬ 
lapsed, ending in a separa¬ 
tion.) 

The series also follows the 
Louds back in time, exploring 
their family roots. Still pho¬ 
tographs. home movies, let¬ 
ters, newspaper clippings and

other family documents evoke 
their ancestors and provide 
an unbroken link in the Loud 
chain of American experi¬ 
ence. 


Gilbert describes the Louds 
as being "neither typical nor 
average no family is. 
Therefore, the series is called 


PAT LOUD

the Louds are Americans and 
they tell us something about 
all families in this country."

Canada in 1974 ia bilingual 
and multicultural. 

But do Canadians want 
their country to become — in 
i he words John F. Kennedy 
once applied to the United 
sSfates — “a nation of im¬ 
migrants”? 

A review of Canadian Im¬ 
migration policy indicates 
that this country's historical 
linen is not unblemished. Im¬ 
migration has been, and re¬ 
mains. a touchy issue. 

A Green Paper on Immigra¬ 
tion Policy is scheduled to he 
tabled in the Commons short¬ 
ly — the first major outline of 
proposed government pois¬ 
on immigration since 1966. 

How Canadians — old and 
new — feel about immigration 
is one of the key questions 
probed in Come To Us. a full- 
hour CBC-TV documentary 
written and produced by 
Larry Zolf. which reviews and 
examines Canadian immigra¬ 
tion policy and Its effects, 
from the turn of the century 
to the present. The program 
will be telecast Sunday. Nov. 
24 at 10 p.m. on the CBC net¬ 
work. 

Host of this important OBC 
documentary is historian-

yvriter Prof. John Munro, who 
also conducted the extensive 
original historical research. 

The program juxtaposes 
candid comments on im¬ 
migration and its effects by 
native Canadians and recent 
immigrants, with rare still 
photos and film footage docu¬ 
menting significant personali¬ 
ties and events in Canada's 
immigration story over the 
past 75 years. The telecast 
reveals varying moods and at¬ 
titudes about immigration 
expressed by a cross-section 
of Canadians — old and new, 
francophone and anglophone. 

Come To Us focuses on the 
various raisons d'etre for 
changing immigration policy 
over the years, from periods 
when the floodgates opened 
wide in welcome during the 
Firt World War, the booming 
1920s, and the postwar late 
'40s and early '50s. to the re¬ 
strictive era of the depressed

...” (Prime Minister Mac¬ 
kenzie King, 1JM7). 

19.’.Os ; these include a fluc¬ 
tuating economy, humanitar- 
lanism. development of un¬ 
settled regions, and plain ra¬ 
cial bigotry. Perhaps the most 
common anti-immigration 
syndrome today, some ob¬ 
servers suggest, is xenopho¬ 
bia an inexplicable fear 
and hatred of the stranger at 
and within our gates. 

The documentary examines 
the motives behind the anti¬ 
immigration mood among 
many Quebecois, who fear 
that a heavy influx of non- 
French immigrants into la 
belle province poses a distinct 
threat to the French-Canadian 
language and culture. 

The program also reviews 
several unsavory incidents il¬ 
lustrating racial bigotry in 
this country, showing that 
Canada has not been free 
from the stigma of the swasti¬ 
ka. the scourge of the Klan's 


burning crosses . and h(K>ded 
terror, and outright racism. 

Among numerous highlights 
ate historical sequences relat¬ 
ing the tragic story of the S.S. 
Komagata Maru which ar¬ 
rived in Vancouver Harbor in 
May of 1914 carrying 376 
Hindu would-be immigrants, 
and departed — still hearing 
her human cargo —* two 
months later under escort by 
HMCS Rainbow'; and recent¬ 
ly-filmed scenes at Toronto 
International Airport showing 
immigrant parents from Brit¬ 
ish Guiana being reunited 
until the rest of their children 
who they finally could afford 
to bring to Canada after a 
lengthy separation. 

Producer-wTiter Zolf’s evo¬ 
cative script and host Munro’s 
authoritative presentation 
make Come To Us an infor¬ 
mative and revealing critique 
of an ever-contentious Canadi¬ 
an issue — immigration.

Highly profitable and com¬ 
petitive European companies 
have responded to the chal¬ 
lenges of big industry, and 
names like Michelin, Imperial 
Chemical Industries. Siemens 
and Daimler-Benz — French, 
English and (ierman firms — 
are respected competitors In 
world history, vigorously 
growing even bigger with bet¬ 
ter and better facilities. The 
United States was once the 
giant of the steel industry but 
has been outstripped by Ger¬ 
man producers and Siemens, 
for example, is producing 
more finished electrical goods 
than some Japanese compa¬ 
nies.

Dead Man Remembered 


Not many composers have 
written the music performed 
at their own funerals. In this 
instance. Henry Purcell, one 
of England’s greatest compos¬ 
ers. is unique. When he died 
on November 26, 1695, the 
music he had written espe¬ 
cially for the funeral of Queen 
Mary, (which had taken place 
the previous March), was 
played at Purcell’s funeral. 

Henry Purcell’s funeral will 
he recreated in its entirety on 
CBC Tuesday Night, Nov. 26, 
at 8:03 p m. (Thursday, Nov. 
28, 8:03 p.m. on CBC—FM’s 
Encore). This unusual 90- 
minute program was prepar¬ 
ed by freelance producer and 
actor Earl Pennington who 
researched much of the ma¬ 
terial in England. 

' The program includes de¬ 
tails about Purcell’s life and 
work," Pennington says. "If 
one went to the funeral of a 
friend, during the course of 
the service, one would be 
thinking about the friend’s life 
and work. In the same way, 
Purcell’s funeral music is in¬ 
terrupted from time to time 
for a retrospective look at his 
life.” Such details will be con¬ 
veyed through Pennington’s 
conversations with Sir Jack 


Westrup, eminent musicolo¬ 
gist and Purcell biographer. 
Dr. Peter Dennison of Clare 
Cbllege, Cambridge, and Sir 
William MacKie, former or¬ 
ganist at Westminster Abbey. 

Music heard on the pro¬ 
gram includes Funeral Sen¬ 
tences Said or Sung at the 
Grave; the anthem: Re¬ 
member Not Lord Our Of¬ 
fences; a 1695 setting of Thou 
Knowest Lord the Secrets of 
Our Hearts; Funeral March 
for Mary; Canzona played by 
a brass ensemble; and 
Psalms 39 and 90. 

Earl Pennington has 
"always been fascinated by 
the music of Purcell." He has 
been singing the composer’s 
music for many years as a 
member of The Renaissance 
Singers and the Church of the 
Messiah choir in Montreal. 

"This program on Purcell 
started out with the idea of 
doing Queen Mary’s funeral 
since I had never heard all 
the music written for the 
event in sequence. When my 
research uncovered the fact 
that all the music was Pur¬ 
cell’s, I made him the main 
subject. In my opinion, he is a 
far more interesting person to 
talk about than Mary."

The broadcast schedule for 
the first five plays in public 
lelevisions’s Theater In 
America series has been set. 
The full series of 17 programs 
will begin nationally in Jan¬ 
uary and will be seen locally 
on KCTS-9.

Using 
news clips, archive film and 
still photographs, the pro¬ 
gram traces his persona] and 
public life from childhood 
through his turbulent career 
and leadership of Great Brit¬ 
ain during World War n. 

The production has been 
shown around the world and 
this PBS presentation marks 
its first U.S. television show¬ 
ing. It. is broadcast in com¬ 
memoration of Churchill's 
birth on November 30, 1874.

For Elliott Gould

HOLLYWOOD — Don’t ever 
snap your lingers, point to 
Roddy McDowall and say, 
"Your face is familiar but I 
don’t recall the name." 

Roddy's face these days is 
encased in a mask for his 
monkey business in the new 
Planet of the Apes television 
series. He plays the chimpan¬ 
zee, Galen, who befriends a 
pair of misbegotten astro¬ 
nauts. 

The role is nothing new to 
Roddy. He also played Galen 
in four of the five ape movies 
from which the show was 
taken. 

On a rare day off Roddy 
had lunch in the Brown 
Derby. He did not ask for 
bananas, nor was there a pea¬ 
nut in sight. 

"There’s no such thing as 
7 going off the lot for lunch 
when I’m in makeup,” he 
gaud, somefhat moodily. "In 
the first place my appearance 
would probably clear out the 
restaurant. 

"In the second place, the 
makeup is so restricting I 
can’t chew properly. I settle 
for a few glasses of juice and 
liquid protein. During the 
lunch break I go to sleep in 
my dressing room. Then at 
night I eat like a horse.” 

McDowall doesn't remove 
his makeup for lunch and 
reapply it for the excellent 
reason that the process Is 
painful and takes four hours 
in all. 

"I have to be at the studio 


between 5 and 6 a.m. to spend 
three hours in the makeup 
chair. In the evening an hour 
is devoted to removing it all. 

"But at least I can walk 
around the lot now without 
terrorizing people. They ex¬ 
pect to see me because they 
know Planet of the Apes is 
shooting at 20th Century-Fox. 

"Seven years ago when we 
were making the first movie 
visitors and other workers on 
the lot were staggered when 
they saw me — and quite put 
off when then they come upon 
me unexpectedly.” 

McDowall, an outstanding 
professional photographer and 
confidante of more celebrities 
than he can count, isn’t at all

Oil cut off for U.S. by 1983 


OTTAWA (CP) — The government raised a 
net $4.02 billion in new cash from its highly suc¬ 
cessful 1974-75 Canada Savings Bond campaign, 
the shortest-lasting in history. The sales figure is 
nearly double the previous high of $2.3 billion raised 
in the 1971 campaign. 

The popular bond issue, offering interest of 9.75 
|H*r cent annually, was propping up the entire in¬ 
terest rate structure before it was cut off Nov. 15. 


OTTAWA (CP) The gov¬ 
ernment announced plans Fri¬ 
day to eliminate oil e\|>orts to 
the United Slates by the end 
of 1982 to help cover projected 
shortages in Canada. 

The elimination of exports, 
which currently provide be¬ 
tween 5 and 6 per cent of total 
United States needs; would 
begin next year with two pro¬ 
posed reductions.

EDMONTON (fcp) - Prc- 
mier Peter Lougheed of Al¬ 
berta said Friday federal 
plans to reduce oil exports to 
the United States wiU make 
no difference in Canada's 
move toward a serious energy 
shortage. 

"The key is that there will 
be an energy shortage in Can¬ 
ada no matter what we do 


with exports," be told a news 
conference. "Unless we find, 
more oil shortly, we’re in a 
very serious situation." 

The premier brushed aside 
remarks earlier in the day in 
the commons by Energy Min¬ 
ister Donald Macdonald who 
said crude oil exports to the 
U.S. will be reduced gradually 
over the next eight years.

Lougheed said the danger 
would occur if Canadians are 
misled into thinking that a 
move to control exports will 
change ihe oil-supply situa¬ 
tion.

get and excessive taxation 
and excessive royalties being 
imposed on the industry by 
provinces has already siphon¬ 
ed-off a great proportion of 
the cash flow for the indus¬ 
try.

There also were reports the 
hijackers demanded release 
of two Palestinians jailed in 
the Netherlands. 

Tunisian authorities said 
the Dutch government told 
them it was ready to release 
the two prisoners, but there 
was no indication whether 
they were on route to Tunis. 

The 13 , prisoners brought 
from Cairo were believed to 
he eight convicted in Sudan of 
killing two U.S. diplomats and 
a Belgian envoy last year and 
five formerly jailed in Italy 
for plotting to blow up an 
Israeli jetliner in Rome. 

All were later sent to 
Egypt, where ihey have been 
held "at the disposal" of the 
PLO, recognized by Egypt 
and other Arab countries as 
ihe only legal authority of the 
Palestinian people. 

Tunisian Interior Minister 
Tahar Belkhodja. who was in 
over-all chaige of the negotia¬ 
tions with the hijackers, had 
gone home to rest only an 
hour before file Egyptian 
plane arrived, assuring re¬ 
tainers there would be no fur¬ 
ther developments until later 
today. 

The Egyptian jetliner taxied 
to a halt within a lew yards of.

SEATTLE < API - A state 
human rights commission 
task force here has recom¬ 
mended a list of unisex job 
titles to help newspaper pub¬ 
lishers avoid using discrimi¬ 
natory .job titles. 

Wanda Fuller, equal oppor¬ 
tunity consultant for the com¬ 
mission, said the list was 
drawn because publishers had 
asked for more explicit guide¬ 
lines tor titles in "help want¬ 
ed’’ classified advertising. 

Dr. J. N. Judy, commission 
r hairinan. said he approved 
of the new guidelines because 


they require the newspapers 
to do some screening through 
headings but place the burden 
on the individual placing the 
ad for its content. 

The suggested list included 
using titles such as bell hop 
for bell boy, camera tech¬ 
nician or camera sales for 
camera man. and cleaning as¬ 
sistant or room maintenance 
for cleaning women. It also 
suggested for other discrimi¬ 
natory language terms of neat 
or well-groomed for cute or 
pretty, and stable or responsi¬ 
ble Instead of married. 


OTTAWA (CP) Treasury 
Board President Jean Chre¬ 
tien said Friday that the oil- 
producing provinces arc try¬ 
ing to keep resource industry 
revenue from the rest of the 
country. 

"The province of Alberta 
would like to take a bigger 
biitc." he said during debate 
of the budget introduced by 
Finance Minister John Turner 
Monday. 

Chretien also criticized Sas¬ 
katchewan’s New Democrat 
administration for "trying m 
set up crown corporations In 
isolate die resource industry 
from federal taxation. 

"I do not accept that kind of 
socialism which does not 
spread wealth across the 
land. When o p p o s i t inn 
members get up in the house 
and bleed for the poor people 
they should look at that 
aspect." 

Chretien said Ottawa has a 
duty to ensure that all prov¬ 
inces benefit from the 
country’s natural resources 
and heatedly defended the 
government’s new budge) 
against opposition charges 
that Ottawa is trying to take 
control oj natural resources 


from the provinces. 

"It is the duty of this gov¬ 
ernment to make sure there is 
equality in this land." lie 
said. 

"For four years the people 
of Kingston paid a lot of 
money for their oil in order to 
help Alberta develop its re¬ 
sources. Now because the 
Arabs have increased their oil 
prices, these people would 
like to sock it to the people of 
Kingston." 

Chretien challenged opposi¬ 
tion members to "tell me 
where it’s written in the con¬ 
stitution that the government 
can tax some industries and 
not other industries. 

I’m gelling a bit fed up 
with this," he said after Alvin 
Hamilton (PC—Qu’Appellc- 
Moose Mountain) referred to 
the budget as the "war-on-tho- 
provinces-budget." 

"The federal government 
has the right to get involved 
in all businesses of this nation 
to make sure that all Canadi¬ 
ans benefit from the wealth.” 
hr said. 

Hamilton renewed the op¬ 
position attack on the budget 
provision to prevent oil com¬ 
panies from claiming federal 


tax deductions on royalties 
paid to the provinces. The 
.provision, a poini of, hot con¬ 


troversy. was contained in the 
May 6 budget that was defeat¬ 
ed in the Commons 


Andre and was being an¬ 
swered. 

" I guess everyone under¬ 
stands there was a misunder¬ 
standing, but explanations 
have been accepted mutual¬ 
ly," he said. Hees and Andre 
had left Ottawa and could not 
be reached for comment on 
their exchanges with the 
prime minister. 

Asked if Trudeau acknowl¬ 
edges use of the expression, 
.(T-Nail replied* "1 wawrU- in- 
the House, it isn’t in the blues 
(mimeographed record of pro¬ 
ceedings) and 1 didn’t ask die 
prime minister." 

Mrs. Trudeau was not men¬ 
tioned by name in the Com¬ 
mons, but he said, "It isn’t 
the first time Mrs. T has been 
referred to in tliis context.” 
She was mentioned earlier in 
the week when her recent free 
trip to Japan w'as referred to 
as a possible conflict of inter¬ 
est. • 

Conservatives who heard 
the words would not repeat it 
to reporters who, along with 
Speaker James Jerome, did 
not hear it in the House.

NANAIMO — Mladen Zor¬ 
kin, president o fthe Canadian 
Croatian Peasant Society, has 
accused the Yugoslavian gov¬ 
ernment of attempting to spy 
on a Canadian citizen. 

Zorkin, a Nanaimo realtor, 
said this week a Yugoslav 
prosecutor’s request for a re¬ 
port on the activities of Steve 
Smintiz, 40, of Toronto, consti¬ 
tuted spying. 

Smintiz is on trial in Yugos¬ 
lavia on charges of anti-state 
activity, and spreading propa¬ 
ganda against the Yugoslav 
government. 

The trial was adjourned late 
last week, Zorkin said, ‘ Be¬ 
cause the prosecution said it 
was awaiting a report ori 
Smintiz’s activities from the 
Yugoslav embassy in Otta¬ 
wa.” 

“If the embassy conducts a 
spying mission such as this in 
Canada and forwards the re¬ 
sults to the court, the official 
Yugoslavian representative in 
Ottawa should be asked to 
leave Canada,” Zorkin said. 

The Croatian society pres¬ 
ident said he has contacted 
the Canadian external affairs 
department to inform it of the 
situation and to request sup¬ 
port in his fight to free Smin¬ 
tiz. who once was in charge of 
the Croatian society’s cul¬ 
tural-education section. 

Smintiz was arrested in 
August, shortly after his ar- 
dival in Yugoslavia with his 
pregnant wife and the cou¬ 
ple's infant child. He had in¬ 
tended to return permanently 
to his homeland to aid his 
ailing parents. 

Ills wife returned to Canada 
and has been attempting to 
get government action for her 
husband’s release. 

Smintiz’? trial at Varazdin 
began Nov. 14, but was ad¬ 
journed after 8V4 hours be¬ 
cause of the presecution’s re¬ 
quest. Zorkin said. 

If convicted, the Canadian 
faces a maximum of 12 years’ 
imprisonment. Zorkin said the 
accusations against Smintiz 
are based on a parcel the 
Toronto ma nmailed to him¬ 
self in Yugoslavia before leav¬ 
ing Toronto. 

The parcel contained his 
subscription to the Croatian 
calendar publication, also 
printed in Winnipeg. 


A representative of the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy in Yugosla¬ 
via was at the trial with a 
lawyer and translater. 

The defence lawyer protest¬ 
ed the charges because only 
one edition was in the parcel, 
which could not be construed 
as evidence of spreading pro¬ 
paganda, Zorkin said. 

He said that all Canadian 
citizens "should show their 
displeasure and dismay at the 


fact a foreign embassy would 
spy on a Canadain citizen.” 

The trial is expected to con¬ 
tinue next month, if the prose¬ 
cution report arrives.

That seems to be the philos¬ 
ophy adopted by two young 
figure-skating sisters, 17-year- 
old Debbie and !5-y&ar-old 
Maralee Bray. 

Their sights are set ex¬ 
tremely high. There are na¬ 
tional and international cham¬ 
pionships followed by profes¬ 
sional ice shows. Then they 
both would like to settle down 
and teach figure-skating. 

Both began skating seven 
years ago and have taken it 
seriously, to the delight of 
parents Tom and Barbara 
Bhay of 1479 Lang St. 

Debbie captured the Van¬ 
couver Island regional novice 
title last year and Maralee 
completed the family coup by 
taking the title this .year. 

Perhaps the family coup 
hasn't been completed. There's 

10-year-old Janice at home, 
and her father confides she 
may be the "best of them 
all.” 

Both girls began at the Vic¬ 
toria Figure Skating Club at 
Memorial Arena where they 
learned from professional De- 
lores Troycr for three years. 

They switched over to the 
Racquet Club of Victoria and 
Debbie is now under the 
watchful eye of Ron Vincent 
and Maralee is under the su¬ 
pervision of Mary Rose Tem¬ 
ple and Donna Gittens. 

On weekdays, both are on 
the Racquet Club ice by 6:30 
a.m. and skate until 8:15, 
when they take off their 
skates and head for school. 
Debbie is in Grade 12 at Mt.

TOFINO B.C. Hospital 
Insurance Service has permit¬ 
ted Tofino Hospital to make 
$300,000 worth of improve¬ 
ments, but hospital adminis¬ 
trator, Flo Busswood, said the 
hospital needs more than dou¬ 
ble that sum. 

To get more money, the 
hospital society must show by 
population statistics that the 
number of people the hospital 
serves is large enough to war¬ 
rant an increase, she said. 

The hospital's area spreads 
from the north side of Bark¬ 
ley Sound to Estevan Point, 60 
miles north, and apparently, 
no one knows how many peo¬ 
ple live there. Mrs. Busswood 
said. 

“Censuses usually aren’t 
accurate, since takers are 
told not to return if nobody 
answers the first time.” Mrs. 
Busswood said. 

People are living in the 
bush, outside normal commu¬ 
nities and in mobile accom¬ 
modation such as campers, 
trailers and even cars, Mrs. 
Busswood said, “and you real¬ 
ly have a problem counting 
noses.” 

But an educated guess at 
the number of people living in 
the area would be about 4,500 
she said. 

That figure includes only 
those who live here perma¬ 
nently, she said, and does not 
include lourists visiting Pacif¬ 
ic Rim National Park during 
the summer: 

A park official "said he has 
no precise way of telling how 
many people use the park, but 
according to the statistics 
available, “more than 150,000 
personal camper days were 
spent in the park in 1974’s 
summer months." 

The estimate is based on 
the number of camping units 
registered in the park each 
day, he explained. 

Mrs. Busswood said the hos¬ 
pital has a 70 per cent oc¬ 


cupancy rate for its 21 beds 
and expects 2,500 persons will 
have used the out-patient and 
emergency facilities by the 
end of the year. 

The money was firsl re¬ 
quested in 1970, when the 
BCHIS planning group’s con¬ 
sultants recommended that 
$100,000 be spent in renova¬ 
tions to the 20-year-old struc¬ 
ture over the next 10 years. 

A BCHIS official said the 
$300,000 is a planning figure 
arrived at by the Tofino hos¬ 
pital, the Alberni-Clayoquot 
Regional Hospital District and 
the BCHIS. 

Mrs. Busswood said she 
cannot criticize the provincial 
service for the help it is giv¬ 
ing she just wishes “they 
could bend some of the red 
tape just a little.” 

“If only they could stretch 
and let us have a few more 
things," she said, indicating 
that the hospital’s facilities 
arc below provincial stan*- 
dards. 

The priorities for expansion 
will be emergency and out-pa¬ 
tient facilities, an X-ray room 
and research laboratory 
space installation of an eleva¬ 
tor in the two-storey struc¬ 
ture, extension of the building 
to include a children’s ward,

“The ideal situation would 
l>e to turn this building into an 
intermediate care or nursing 
home, and build a complete 
new hospital,” the adminis¬ 
trator said.

Skid row or skid road? 
It’s neither — expert

Is it skid road or skid row 
or skidroad? The argument 
comes up from time to time 
and people scurry for their 
dictionaries. 

A Colonist reader has writ¬ 
ten to object to the use of 
"skid road" as a place where 
down-and-outers congregate. 

“* It is a road for hauling logs, 
the reader wrote. 

Reference to dictionaries 
can be confusing probably be¬ 
cause skid row ha..s been ac¬ 
cepted by some people as the 
slum area designation. 

The Colonist decided to go 
to Dr. Douglas Leechman, re¬ 
search associate of the Lex¬ 
icographical Centre for Cana¬ 
dian English at the University 
of Victoria for an answer. 

Leechman. one of the edi¬ 
tors of A Dictionary of Cana- 
dianisms, (W. J. Gage Limit¬ 
ed 1967) said there was only 
one w6rd — skidroad. 

The use of skid row, he 
said, is a "misapprehension." 

It comes from the habit of Ca¬ 
nadians dropping the final "t" 
or "d” in a word. (The Colo¬ 
nist and most papers in Cana¬ 
da use “skidroad," a style de¬ 
termined by The Canadian 
Press wire service.) 

Apparently some di<!- 
\ tionaries have accepted skid 
! row as slang or a word form 
made current by usage but 
not Leechman. 

Its derivation is quite clear, 
he said, explaining that the 
present Yesler Way in Seattle 
was the original "skidroad.” 

That's where the logs were 
skidded down to the yvater on 
a log road. Loggers who had 
beenTout on a spree would 
find their way back to the bot¬ 
tom of the skid road, because I 
it was on the waterfront, and, I 
being penniless and wanting a j 
job, would wait for workers I 
with a team of horses to take ■ 
them back the logging 
operation. 

^ The skidroad became a 
hangout for drunks and down- 
and-outers, Leechman said.

In one dictionary Skid Row 
is defined as a notoriously 
depressed Australian street 
especially in Melbourne or 
Sydney. Its derivation is given 
circa 1955 and imported from 
the U.S. 

"Some Americans drop 
their t's and d's, too," Leech¬ 
man said. 

Leechman, —an anthropol¬ 
ogist and lexicographer, will 
be 84 in December. Me retired 
to Victoria in 1957. He was on 
the staff of the division of an¬ 
thropology in the National 
Museum of Canada from 1924 
to 1955. 

He then became the first 
director of the Glenbow Foun¬ 
dation in Calgary. He is the 
author of several books, in¬ 
cluding Native Tribes of Can¬ 
ada, and Eskimo Summer, 
and of many technical papers.

ford English Dictionary which 
took from 1880 to 1928 to pub¬ 
lish in 12 big volumes.

The three hijackers had 
threatened to execute their 
hostages one by one unless 
ihe 13 men held in Cairo were 
freed. But the threatened ex¬ 
ecution was jKistponed three 
times by the hijackers. 

There also were reports the 
hijackers demanded release 
of two Palestinians jailed in 
the Netherlands. 

Tunisian authorities said 
the Dutch government told 
them it was ready to release 
the two prisoners, but there 
was no indication whether 
they were en route to Tunis. 

The 13 prisoners brought 
from Cairo were believed to 
be eight convicted in Sudan of 
killing two U.S. diplomats and 
a Belgian envoy last year and 
live formerly jailed in Italy 
for plotting to blow up an 
Israeli jetliner in Rome. 

All were later spnt to 
Egypt, where they have been 
held "at the disposal” of the 
PLO, recognized by Egypt 
and other Arab countries as 
the only legal authority of the 
Palestinian people. 

Tunisian Interior Minister 
Tahar Belkhodja. who was in 
,over-all chaige of the negotia¬ 
tions with the hijackers, had 
gone home to rest only an 
hour before the Egyptian 
plane arrived, assuring re¬ 
porters there would be no fur¬ 
ther developments until later 
today. 

The Egyptian jetliner taxied 
to a halt within a few yards of 
the hijacked British Airways 
VC-10, which was snatched 
Thursday in Dubai and came 
here by way of Tri|x>li. Both 
planes were surrounded by 
troops and police. 

The three hijackers wound¬ 
ed a stewardess and a porter 
when they look over the 
VC-10 during a stop in the 
Persian Gulf sheikdom. The 
wounded were left behind in 
Dubai. .

Remember hospital wing? 


say it’s on again

The on-again-off-again plan 
lo build an acute-care wing 
for the Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital is on again, a Capital 
Region Board official said 
Thursday night. 

But first, the 75-bed wing to 
the hospital on Mount Newton 
Cross Road will have to be 
planned as part of Greater 
Victoria’s over-all hospital 
picture, said Esquimalt 
Mayor Arthur Young, chair¬ 
man of the region’s hospital 
board. 

This is the reasoning behind 
the board’s hospital advisory 
committee meetings sche¬ 
duled for Monday with repre¬ 
sentatives of three hospital 
consulting firms. Young said. 
One will be selected to con¬ 
duct a functional planning 
study for the region’s hospi¬ 
tals. 

The proposed study will 
give an architect data neces¬ 
sary to design a hospital for a 
certain area. 

Young did not say how 
much the proposed study will 
cost. However, the Agnew- 
Peckham hospital study con¬ 
ducted here in 1968 cost 
$42,000 and recommended a 
hospital be built north of Elk 
Lake to replace the aging 
54-bed Rest Haven Hospital. 

Saanich Peninsula Hospital 
building committee chairmap 
.1. B. Cumming said in an in¬ 
terview the hang-up on the 
acute-care wing is to get the 
regional board’s permission to 
start building. 

Cumming stressed that the 
provincial government and 
the regional board approved 
the 75-bed wing in July 1969. 
and approved it again April 10 
this year. 

“But last week when Cen¬ 
tral Saanich Mayor Jean 
Butler tried to get the acute- 
care wing construction pro¬ 
gram started, the lx>ard re¬ 
jected the proposal.” he said. 

The regional board decided 
Nov. 13 to form a Hospital 
and Health Planning Commis¬ 
sion to replace the region hos¬ 
pital board committee. The 
commission will have 12 
members with sweeping 
powers. It can. for instance, 
direct any existing hospital 
service or program to be re¬ 
vised, extended, relocated, or 
discontinued. 

Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive 
director of Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, said health care prob¬ 
lems in the Saanich Peninsula 
will probably have a high pri¬ 
ority with the new commis¬ 
sion. 

However, he refused to say 
Whether an acute-care wing at 
Mount Newton is needed. 

”1 don’t want to prejudge 
the work of the commission,” 
Pickles' said, “but it’s now 
quite clear it will have a 
great deal of authority.” 

Mrs. Butler received a pro¬ 
mise from die regional board 
that the acute-care wing for 
the Saanich Peninsula Hospi¬ 
tal would be placed high on 
the new commission’s priority 
list. 



Jim Fair. Victoria General 
Hospital direetpr, said he 
doesn’t know what decision 
the new commission will 
make, but observed that it is 
iwssible it could recommend 
against adding an acute wing 
to the Saanich Peninsula Hos¬ 
pital, “although what ratio¬ 
nale they would use would be 
difficult to say.” 

Oak Bay Conservative MLA 
Dr. Scott Wallace said “the 
whole thing is unreal and any 
comments I can make as a 
doctor are unprintable.”

In Ottawa, federal Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Eugene Whelan 
met with sugar beet produc¬ 
ers Friday but said later it is 
unlikely domestic self-suf¬ 
ficiency in sugar can be 
achieved because of the great 
amount consumed. 

Beet sugar has been seen 
by some as an answer to soar¬ 
ing prices for refined • sugar, 
which comes from sugar 
cane. 

Cuban sugar imports are 
expected to meet njne per 
cent of the domestic sugar 
need this year — about 97,000 
Ions of a total of about one 
million tons. 


Curtis, former region 
chairman, said the land was 
purchased, and the extended 
care hospital was designed, 
for the addition of the 75-bed 
acute-care wing.

Dr. Computer still waiting to be conceived...

If your doctor starts to blink and whir and 
make funny noises, there’s no need for alarm 

just call the computer repair company. 

The technological marvel of this century 
is already invading medicine after success¬ 
fully taking over magazine subscription de¬ 
part ments and various administrative tasks. 

Within five years, all medical records 
may be stored on computer tape, giving doc¬ 
tors instant and complete access to the medi¬ 
cal history of their patients. 

Further in the future computers may be 
telling the hospital kitchen to send chicken 
soup to room 301 at 4 p.m., the pharmacy to 
send a certain dosage of pain-killer to 301 at 
11 a.m., and reminding the operating room 
staff that the patient in 301 is scheduled for a 
tonsillectomy at 8 the next morning. 

A computer that talks and asks questions 
might have helped a doctor make the diag¬ 
nosis that sent the patient in 301 to the hospi- 
lal in the first place, and another electronic 
brain might monitor all the laboratoty 
checks the doctor ordered to make sure 301's 
sore throat is caused solely by tonsils that 
need removing. 

And. of course, an ubiquitous computer al 
B.C. Hospital Insurance Service will make 
sure 301 has paid his medicare premiums, 
and that the doctor and the hospital get paid. 

With the exception of the computer al 
BCHIS, and those handling such administra¬

tive tasks for hospitals as keeping payroll in¬ 
formation and making out cheques, com¬ 
puters are still in their infancy in the health 
care field. 

But, “the employment of computers will 
eventually have a profound impact on the 
practices of the health care system. Their 
application will impinge on almost every 
aspect of the system from Ihe monitoring 
and processing of signals from diagnostic in¬ 
struments to the simulation of a national 
health care system,” the Science Council of 
Canada says. 

Dr. Peter Banks, past president of both 
the British and Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tions, cautioned that Dr. Computer hasn’t 
been conceived yet although computers that 
can talk to patients and help a human doctor 
make a diagnosis .are now available. 

Conmuters make funny mistakes, he said, 
and doctors, unlike engineers and mathemat¬ 
icians, are dealing in life and death. 

A vital part of medicine is knowing what 
lo ignore “and computers ignore nothing,” 
Banks said. 

Royal Jubilee Hospital is now planning to 
computerize its laboratory and the provincial 
health department has set up a computer 


study committee and has retained a special¬ 
ist, Richard Larratt, of Richard Larratt and 
Associates, Victoria, to look at computer ap¬ 
plications. 

Larratt said that while doctors are cau¬ 
tious about widespread introduction of com¬ 
puters into health care, they are eager to use 
•anything that might help provide better pa¬ 
tient care. “If we bought all the computers 
doctors wanted, we’d be bankrupt." 

The government, Larrett said, doesn't 
have a computer policy that promotes in¬ 
troduction of them into a wide range of medi¬ 
cal applications. 

Rather, he said, government is looking at 
computers as a tool and when it sets objec¬ 
tives to be met in the provincial health care 
field, computers become one of the possi¬ 
ble factors in meeting those objectives. 

But, computers aren’t some new form of 
20th Century magic. 

“There’s nothing you can’t do with a com¬ 
puter that you can’t do manually,” Larratt 
said, but compute!* can handle tasks much 
faster than humans. 

The other advantage is that computers 
can store masses of information in a fraction 
of the space that normal paper-filing systems 
would require. 


The entire billing history of all doctors 
and patients in B.C. can be kept in a room 
the size of an average living room. 

One of the places where computers will be 
taking their place in a short time is in hospi¬ 
tal laboratories. 

A computer lab won't require fewer peo¬ 
ple. but will allow Ihe same staff to do much 
more testing. 

With a manual system, Larratt said, a 
doctor ordering all the tests he thought would 
benefit a patient Would bring a hospital to a 
grinding halt. 

Royal Jubilee is now in the process of ap- 
plying to BCHIS for a computer in its lab. 
and Dr. Ken Thornton, laboratory director 
and chairman of the BCHIS laboratory advi¬ 
sory council, said lab technicians now spend 
about 40 per cent of their time just handling 
data. 

Laboratories‘are “drowning in data and 
technicians increasingly are becqming data 
handlers, not test doers,” Thornton said. 

The Royal Jubilee computer wun’t actually 
run the testing equipment, but Thornton said 
it will take over monitoring equipment accu¬ 
racy, as well as quickly assembling and 
transcribing test results for a single patient.
